The terro rists, who had d eman d ed 
u n su ccessfu lly that Jo rd an release a 
gu errilla lead er, were believ ed to be 
u n d ergo in g q u estio n in g by secu rity o ffi­ 
cials, bu t their whereabo u ts were n o t 
immed iately k n o wn . 
As ev en in g fell, o n e o f their ho s­ 
tages, id en tified as Yehia Baha Ed d m, 
a Sau d i Embassy secretary , climbed 
d o wn fro m the Bo ein g 707 Ku wait Air­ 
lin es p lan e o n a wo o d lad d er an d wal­ 
k ed o v er to the tro o p s. 
Fo rty so ld iers, bay o n ets

U.S. cholera case reported 
Chrysler gives assurance

C O R P U S CHRISTI, 
—Two weeks 
ago 
Dr. 
Thompson, a Navy doctor two years 
out ct medical school, was faced with 
a dying patient with an undiagnosed 
illness. 
After 
much 
research, 
Thompson 
cured the sick man and the National 
Center for Disease Control (NCDC) in 
Atlanta, Ga.. announced Saturday the 
patient had the first confirmed case of 
cholera in the United States since 1911. 
“ I was scared,” said Thompson, who 
works 
weekends 
at 
Port 
Lavaca's 
Champ 
Traylor 
Memorial 
Hospital. 
"The man was not responding to treat­ 
ment. He was dying and I didn't know 
why.” 
T h o m p s o n ordered symptomatic 
treatment and laboratory tests, then 
•went to the hospital library to the refe­ 
rence books. 
"I read up on all the various insecti­ 
cide poisonings, the food poisonings, 
the heavy metal poisonings,” he said, 


reviewing the bacterial and viral dis­ 
eases. 
But one word stuck in Thompson’s 
mind. 
“ The man must have cholera be­ 
cause nothing else fits.” he told him­ 
self. ‘‘This is a classic case of cholera, 
though there hasn’t been a case in the 
United States in over 50 years.”

wounded crying 


amidst battle 


PHNOM PENH (U P I)—Government 
and Communist troops fought for con­ 
trol of once-beautiful Kompong Cham 
Saturday, ignoring the stifling smell ot 
death and the cries of the wounded in 
their nine-day-old battle for the provin­ 
cial capital.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Prospective 
new car buyers soon may be able to 
determine at a glance how many miles 
the 1974 models are expected to get on 
a gallon of gasoline. 
The idea, first advanced by the Envi- 
. r o n m e n t a l Protection Agency last 
month, is to post the information next 
to the price sticker on car windows 
and the EPA said Saturday most au­ 
tomakers have indicated they would 
take part in the voluntary program. 


The EPA said each car would bear a 
label 
showing 
comparative 
mileage 
rates for cars in various weight cate­ 
gories and the cost of gas for driving 
the vehicle 10.000 miles at 40 cents a 
gallon. 
By looking at the data, EPA said 
buyers could tell that new cars weigh­ 
ing 2,000 pounds should average 24 


miles per gallon and that expected mi­ 
leage would get progressively lower as 
car weight increased. 
For example, a new' 1974 car weigh­ 
ing 5.500 pounds would get only about 
eight miles per gallon while a 3.000 
pound car should average close to 15, 
the EPA said. 
In terms of operating costs, the EPA 
said the 5,500 pound vehicle would burn 
up around $500 worth of gas to go 10,- 
000 miles compared with $265 for the 
3.000 pound car and $165 for the sub­ 
compact 2.000 pound auto. 
The agency noted, however, that ac­ 
tual fuel economy would depend on 
such variables as individual driving 
habits, condition of the vehicle and the 
amount of optional equipment, includ­ 
ing air conditioners and power steer- 
ing.

Further 
investigations are underway to deter­ 
mine the source of the patient’s infec­ 
tion, the NCDC added. 
The NCDC said the absence of cho­ 
lera cases reflects -the “ minimal poten­ 
tial for spread of cholera in areas with 
safe food and water supplies, such as 
these commonly encountered in the 
United States.” It added that the Texas 
case is unrelated to the current out­ 
break cf cholera in Italy. 
Because more than 10 days have pas­ 
sed since hospitalization of this single 
case, the area where the Texas patient 
resides is not a cholera-infected area 
under provisions of international health 
regulations, according to the NCDC. 


DETROIT (UPI) —With less than a 


week of bargaining time left before a 
strike deadline, Chrysler Corp. Satur­ 
day rescinded all disciplinary action 
taken against 1,447 United Auto Work­ 
ers members who took part in heat 
strikes last month. 
Chrysler said it decided to end the 
penalties against employes at its plants 
in Windsor, Ont., in response to assur­ 
ances from UAW President Leonaid 
Woodcock and Vice President Douglas 
Fraser that they would devote their

attention” 
to 
preventing 
more unauthorized walkouts. 
Thirteen workers were fired and ano­ 
ther 398 suspended in what company 
spokesmen referred to as a “ routine 
discinlinary action” because oi heat 
strikes Aug. 27. But Fraser, who heads 
the union’s Chrysler Department, de­ 
scribed the action, which also included 
sending letters of reprimand to more 


other workers, as “ out- 
than 1,000 
rageous.” 
In letters to Woodcock and Fraser, 
William O'Brien, vice president of per­ 
sonnel for Chrysler, said he understood 
union officials “ would insist that the 
employes of the Windsor plant comply 
with the no-strike provisions of their 
contracts and the law. ’ 
"We sincerely hope that this action 
will inaugurate the stability and res- 
consibility that we have come to ex­ 
pect in plants that your union repre­ 
sents.” the letter concluded. 
Chrysler said it took the action in 
response to a “ special request” from 
the union. 
The UAW and Chrysler continued to 
meet through the weekend, hoping to 
work out details of a new contract for 
127.500 U.S. and Canadian workers be­ 
fore 11:59 p.m. Friday, when the old 
pact, exoires. Workers already have au- 
horized a strike if one is necessary.

The" committee must decide whether 
to handle the “ dirty tricks” and cam­ 
paign financing phases as a whole or 
as two subcommittees, and whether to 
try to complete all hearings by Nov. 1 
as chief counsel Sam Dash has indi­ 
cated.

“ Dirty tricks” —Three Senate inves­ 
tigators who fanned out across the na- 
♦ion have learned that former Treasury 
Department lawyer Donald H. Segretti 
contacted about 25 persons to partici­ 
pate in alleged acts aimed against 
Democrats. Segretti has been indicted 
in Florida on charges involving defa­ 
matory letters about Democratic candi­ 
dates' in that state’s 1972 presidential 
primary. 
Campaign financing —Senate inves­ 
tigators sent letters to 100 corporate 
donors and 100 individual contributors 
and went to Key Biscayne, Fla., site of 
one of Nixon’s homes. About 10 corpo­ 
rations have informed Special Prosecu­ 
tor Archibald Cox they made illegal 
contributions to the Nixon campaign or 
were asked to do so. 
The Tapes —The proceedings involv­ 
ing the White House recordings of Nix­ 
on's coversations are the most tangled 
of all with separate suits by the Sen­ 
ate committee and Cox to obtain them.

Spain's Costa del Sol is 
inviting foreign retreat

M A R B E L L A , Spain — 
When was the last time you 
heard a rooster crow just be­ 
fore down—particularly from 
the 16th floor of a modem air 
conditioned hotel? 
The incident is typical here 
on the Costa del Sol in Spain. 
The builder and developer 
has moved in before the far­ 
mer has had a chance to 
gather his flock and head for 
a vanishing rural area. 
Just 20 years ago this Sun 
Coast on the Spanish shores 
of the Mediterranean was a 
string 
of 
fishing 
villages. 
Then the tourists, attracted 
by the sun and cheap prices, 
started coming. Today it is no 
longer cheap, but remains a 
favorite sunshine playground 
and attracts more than two 
million tourists a year from 
all over the world. 
August is the hottest month 
during the days but the even- 
i n g s are cooled by sea 
breezes making the 
nights 
comfortable. The 85 miles, ex­ 
tending on both sides of the 
city of Malaga from Almeria 
in the east of Algeciras in the 
west has seen the most spec­ 
tacular development. 
It is a land of contracts. Of 
fishermen pulling their boats 
onto the sand and mending 
their nets in the shade of sky­ 
scraper hotels. Of mule trains 
loaded with sugar cane jog­ 
ging along the busy four-lane 
highway. And just a few ki­ 


lometers inland from any of 
the modern resorts along the 
coast will bring you to vil­ 
lages with narrow cobbled 
streets, whitewashed houses 
with wrought iron balconies 
where at dusk the villagers 
ride in from the fields on don­ 
keys. 
It has been called a picture 
post card world that really 
exists. 
It has been almost fiteen 
years since I first visited Ma­ 
laga. An acute arthritic at­ 
tack caused the specialists at

Paris to advise a pleasant, 
w a r m , sunny climate in 
which to recuperate. Malaga 
appeared to be the ideal an­ 
swer—an was. In those days 
the old Miramar Palace Hotel 
was on the beach and a suite 
with a balcony overlooking 
the sea was $8 per day, in­ 
cluding three meals.

much 
German, 
French and English along the 
beach as you do Spanish. Not 
being a linguist, I’ll probably 
never know what is going 
on—but it is a restful pleas­ 
ure to join the natives in the 
share-an ideal spot for the 
“ Manana” existence.

SAN DIMAS — The issu e of whether 
Camp Gien Rockey will change its pre­ 
sent concept and be tu rned into a 
max imu m secu rity prison may be set­ 
tled Tu esd ay when Los Angeles Cou nty 
Su perv isor Peter Schabaru m retu rns 
from v acation.

Gilson said the reports from the pro­ 
bation d epartm ent, the office of the

to Schabaru m Tu esd ay when he re­ 
tu rns from a backpacking trip in the 
Sierras. 
Fire pro tectio n a ssured 
The press representativ e said the 
only ad v ance knowled ge he had of the 
report is that it d oes gu arantee the 
cou nty will hav e no lessening of the 
nu m ber of persons assigned to fire pre­ 
v ention and fire protection. 
This statem ent comes after the Los 
Angeles Cou nty W atershed Commission 
last week v oted u nanimou sly to oppose 
a max imu m secu rity u se of the cam p 


and fu rther u rged the cou nty not tc 
d iscontinu e the u se of the boy s in the 
camp for fire prev ention and protec­ 
tion in the foothill areas. 
San Dimas City Cou ncilman D. F. 
Hooper, the city ’s representativ e on 
the commission, was asked by fellow 
mem bers lo giv e the city ’s v iewpoint 
in the controv ersy at last week’s meet­ 
ing. 
Hooper, who retired from the fire d e­ 
partm ent after 34 y ears of serv ice, 
said he told the commission that near­ 
by resid ents of the camp d on’t want 
the wall erected and that the city had 
taken a stand against it. 
Fo restry g o a l 
‘ ‘ P e o p l e .d on’t want the camp 
changed to a max imu m secu rity facil­ 
ity . It was first located there many 
y ears ago by the forestry , and boy s 
from the cam p were alway s av ailable 
for w atershed protection.” 
Hooper said the boy s won’t be av ail­ 
able if the concept of the cam p is 
changed . 
Hooper said the commission

took the position that if the cou nty 
goes ahead and erects the wall, a paid 
cam p of firefighters be pu t in the area.

Studies of actual 
spending needed 


The most distu rbing featu re of gov ernment, today 
is that the Congress has no way of effectiv ely check ­ 
ing on the q u arter trillion dollars the federal depart­ 
ments and bu reau s spend each y ear. 
Tod^v , for ex ample, no one in Congress k nows tor 
certain whether we are spending too mu ch money for 
defense or too little, and whether what is being 
spent is u sed most effectiv ely . 
The same goes for the $8 0 billion a y ear tor 
Health, Edu cation and Welfare and the millions 
spent by the Veterans Administration, by Agricu l­ 
tu re, by the Agency for International Dev elopment, 
by Interior, by the* National Aeronau tics and Space 
Administration — and so on down the line. 
Talk to a congressional staffer and he moans, 
‘‘The Pentagon tells u s they need so mu ch eq u ip­ 
ment for so many sq u adrons. Bu t we hav e no way 
of k nowing whether they need the u nits, whether this 
is the right, eq u ipment, or whether we shou ld hold 
off for a while u ntil some new’ research pans ou t. 
Congress does not hav e the staff to adeq u ately 
stu dy ev en the major mu ltibillion-dollar proposals 
which corfie before it to determine whether they are 
needed, adeq u ately planned and free of fat. Or whe­ 
ther other programs aimed at the same objectiv es 
wou ld be more effectiv e, or cost less to achiev e the 
same ends. 
The Library of Congress research serv ice and the 
General Accou nting Office perform some of these 
fu nctions. Bu t they are so u nderstaffed they can 
only pick at the su rface. The GAO does its work , m 
the main, on programs already in effect. Its inv esti­ 
gations normally do not inclu de proposals. Yet it is 
obv iou s that the time to halt wastefu l, ineffectiv e 
programs is before they start. 
The hearings Congress holds on the spending 
proposals of the v ariou s departments are often lu ­ 
dicrou s. Senators and congressmen, lack ing mloi- 
mations, freq u ently don’t k now what q u estions to ask . 
They are snowed by diagrams, charts, figu res and 
lengthy statements of ju stification and objectiv es. 
Independent institu tions, su ch as Brook ings, ha\e 
attempted to fill the gap in some instances, mak ing 
su ggestions of what cou ld be cu t or changed, if-Con­ 
gress had a mind to. Thou gh there are some e^ e? ' 
tions, these stu dies too are u su ally somewhat thinly 
manned. Too often they are heav y with a v ariety of 
opinions, ot hard facts. Intricate formu las, eru dite 
statements and a v ariety of figu res are imperativ e 
— bu t q u ite often hide a pau city of real information. 
The gov ernment departments and bu reau s hav e 
staffs of tens of thou sands to call on u p and down 
the line in preparing their proposals, and millions to 
spend in stu dies by priv ate think tank s. 
Congress needs eq u iv alent resou rces. A larger 
nu mber of research assistants tor one. And the 
Hou se and Senate mu st on a regu lar basis let major 
contracts ou t to research grou ps independent of gov ­ 
ernment for thorou gh stu dies of spending proposals 
and inv estigations into the resu lts of major pio- 
grams after they ’v e been in effect for a y ear or 
two. 
We are of cou rse talk ing abou t more than a waste 
of money , important as that is. We are speak ing 
abou t whether the objectiv es we hav e set for ou r 
gov ernment are being met.

Undermining minority programs 


WASHINGTON - The federal gov ­ 
ernm ent’s $2.17 million program to 
help' black bu sinessmen is being ad­ 
ministered by political proteges of the 
Senate’s diehard segregationist, Strom 
Thu rmond, R-S.C. 
The 
cantank erou s 
Thu rmond 
has 
been able to place two cronies and one 
in-law ov er the Small Bu siness Admin­ 
istration’s 
minority 
bu siness 
dev el­ 
opment office, cau sing ou traged howls 
irom black s and other minorities who 
seek help from the SBA. 
The Thu rmond Three are: — John 
Patrick , the acting director of the pro­ 
gram . He is a retired Air Force colo­ 
nel from Sou th Carolina and is a long­ 
time family friend of Thu rmond 
Ov era ll bo ss 
— Marshall Park er, a former state 
senator in Sou th Carolina, who ju mped 
to the GOP with Thu rmond in 1964. 
Twice he has ru n against Sou th Caro­ 
lina’s Democratic Sen. Ernest Hoilings, 
with Thu rmond’s back ing. Park er is 
ov erall boss of the SBA’s minorities 
programs. 
— Horace Crou ch, an in-law o f Tnu r- 
niond. His iate sister was Thu rmond’s 
first wife. Crou ch, is Park er’s top aide. 
Since the first of the y ear, the Thu r­ 
mond Three hav e tried to redu ce feder­ 
al food serv ice contracts which had 


been going to minority bu sinessmen 
and hav e otherwise u ndermined the 
minority programs, according to SBA 
insiders and black bu sinessmen. 
So restrictiv e were some of the new 
gu idelines that SBA Administrator Tom 
Kleppe had to step in and ease them. 
Despite 
Kleppe’s 
interv ention, 
how­ 
ev er, Park er and Patrick hav e cu t 
back the increase in fu nding of black 
and other minority enterprises to a 
mere $33 million this y ear, compared 
with an increase cf $195 million be­ 
tween 19?0 and 1973.

Indians remain poorest minority 


The people of the United States are beginning to 
learn that creeping inflation is bu t the prelu de to 
galloping inflation and that gov ernment spending 
bey ond ittcome is the foreru nner of rising prices and 
dev alu ed dollars. A nationwide, independent su rv ey 
sponsored by the American Farm Bu reau Federation 
and inv olv ing 1.123 personal interv iews in 24 metro­ 
politan areas and 11 nonmetro cou nties rev eals that 
86 per cent of the people fav or cu tting gov ernment 
spending to combat rising food prices. If the findings 
of the su rv ey mean any thing at all, politicians ait 
going to find it increasingly difficu lt to spend and 
spend withou t regard to the tax pay er s ability o 
pay . As the conseq u ences of their acts aie felt m 
terms of more inflation, they are lik ely to find it 
harder to pass along the blame to bu sinesses, in­ 
du stries, retailers, farmers and work ers foi what 
happens to prices. 
No matter how many billions are pou red into 
social programs to bu y v otes, th e ir etfeet, will be 
cru shed along with the hopes oi beneficiaries by tie 
roaring ex press train of inflation. In the end., tn 
grou ps of people that free-spending politicians hav e 
cou nted on the most to k eep them in office will 
become the most v enomou s in demanding retribu ­ 
tion. 


The Su preme Cou rt of the United 
States is deciding whether federal wel­ 
fare benefits shou ld be ex tended to all 
American Indians. 
it is, they receiv e su ch benefits 
only if they stay on their reserv ations. 
The Sny der Act of 1921 promises bene­ 
fits to Indians “ throu ghou t the United 
States.” 
Bu t as it is, if they leav e a reserv a­ 
tion to accept produ ctiv e employ ment 
elsewhere to assimilate themselv es into 
society and indu stry , then are ou t of 
work for any reason — they are denied 
welfare benefits which are av ailable to 
others. 
We can learn mu ch abou t the Admin­ 
istration and end resu lts ot gov ernment 
welfare from the American Indians be­ 
cau se in 140 y ears we hav e done al­ 
most nothing right. 
Americans hav e become addicted to 
gov ernment handou ts of one sort, or 
another only becau se politicians bou ght 
v otes with promissory notes. 
Today , the politicians are prisoners 


of all those IOUs. 
With national elections decided by a 
few hu ndred thou sand v otes, what na­ 
tional leader wou ld dare tu rn his hack 
on a solid bloc of 15 million welfare 
recipients and their families? 
Let’s learn from ou r own Indians. Af­ 
ter 140 y ears of gov ernment efforts to 
improv e them economically and social­ 
ly , most are worse off now than then. 
The Bu reau of the Censu s is forced 
to concu r in this ominou s diagnosis. 
The Indians — cared for as wards of 
ou r gov ernment for 140 y ears — re­ 
main the “ poorest minority in ou r na­ 
tion.” 
The U.S. Commission on Civ il Rights 
agrees: “ Indians are worse off than all 
other Americans.” 
The gov ernment's Bu reau of Indian 
Affairs has tried. There are almost as 
many bu reau crats as Indians try ing to 
improv e the lot of those first Ameri­ 
cans. 
There are fewer than a half-million 
nativ e Indians. Nex t y ear’s fu nding for 


Indian programs totals $1.2 billion. 
That’s $2,400 per Indian per y ear. Yet 
they remain last in employ ment, in 
produ ctiv ity , in income, in hou sing and 
in health. 
Edu cation has not been the answer: 
95rc of all Indian children between 7 
and 13 attend school. Indian enrollment 
in colleges — while low — has dou bled 
in 10 y ears. 
Despite the ex ample of the enterpris­ 
ing few who do not lean on gov ern­ 
ment, most do. Following each reorga­ 
nization of the Bu reau of Indian Affairs 
- and y ou ’v e seen it reorganized a lot 
ou y ne s in the past 30 y ears — there 
isPtfc’genu ine, conscientiou s effort to 
reshape policies. They ’v e tried giv ing 
the American Indian ev ery thing ex cept 
incentiv e. 
So 48 8 ,000 American Indians — lik e 
15 million other Americans — find wel­ 
fare beats work ing. You work , y ou pay 
tax es. You loaf, y ou get paid off in tax - 
free dollars. Their choice is not their 
fau lt: it’s ou rs.

OUR MAN IN WASHINGTON 
Middle East holds 
key to oil supply

WASHINGTON — America’s energy ’ crisis is as mu ch a con­ 
cern to the free world cou ntries as it is to u s. How we settle 
ou r problems will, to a large degree, decide how the rest of 
the free world mu st work to do the same. 


According to a ju st-released report prepared for the Hou se 
Foreign Affairs Committee, the free world is rapidly ru nning 
into two problems of energy resou rce dependency . . . 
. . . mou nting dependency on oil, a limited resou rce, and . . . 
. . . specific dependency on Middle E ast oil. 
The report say s the nex t 5 -to-10-y ears will be difficu lt for 
major oil consu ming nations dealing with the Middle East, and 
there is little that can be done abou t it. 
For the present and immediate fu tu re there is no alternativ e 
to free world consu mption of Middle East oil. Foreign officials 
reached that consensu s, bu t it does not particu larly worry 
them. 


Eu ropean and other cou ntries hav e for y ears imported as 
mu ch as 8 0 per cent of their petroleu m needs from the Middle 
East. 
U.S. ma y crea te sho rta g es 


They feel their historical trade relations will help smooth 
fu tu re 
negotiations 
with 
the 
Middle 
East 
oil-produ cing 
cou ntries. Bu t they fear the U.S., u nu sed to short su pply and 
the world’s gargantu an u ser of petroleu m, will somehow 
bu ngle the work s in that v olatile area and create seriou s su pply 
shortages for ev ery one. 
Eu ropeans note that Arab cou ntries hav e threatened to limit 
produ ction or cu t it off altogether u nless certain foreign policies 
are changed, e.g., tbe U.S. position on Israel. 
Radical elements hav e already gained control of two major 
produ cers, Liby a and Iraq . Both hav e stated that oil and oil 
sales rev enu es shou ld be u sed as political weapons. 


We hav e already receiv ed a political shot from Liby a. A 
dou bled price for oil and refu sal to accept American dollars, 
annou nced earlier this past week , are sharp jabs to remind u s 
that Liby a is prepared to play the political game to the hilt. 
The rest of the free world wou ld lik e to see a u nion of 
interests among oil-consu ming cou ntries. The Middle East al­ 
ready has su ch a u nion, made u p of cou ntries that control 8 5 
per cent of all oil av ailable for ex port to the free world. 


Oil reserv es co nserv ed 


The Middle East u nion has been able to deter price 
competi­ 
tion among members; increase profits; conserv e oil reserv es 
for fu tu re produ ction; and gain “ participation” arrangem ents 
with oil companies. 


Perhaps most significant, the u nion has been able to u nder­ 
mine ou tside control of oil produ ction in member cou ntries. 


Foreign officials feels withou t a cou nterpart, consortiu m, con­ 
su mer cou ntries will attem pt to ou tbid each other for oil. The 


obv iou s resu lt wou ld be ev er increasing prices. 


For any of these plans to su cceed, foreign officials say U.S. 
su pport is essential. They say the U.S is the only cou ntry rich 


enou gh to go it alone and dev elop other energy sou rces. 
They fear Middle East economic and political pressu re will 


cau se the U.S. to retaliate in some way , thu s u psetting the 
apple cart for all. 


And, if the U.S. fails to respond, Eu ropean cou ntries are ready 


to dev elop their own special ties with the oil rich Arab co untries.

Education reform sparks new

There is an old saying that 
a man ’s home is his castle, 
whether it be 
a 
rundown 
sh ack or a split level in the 
su b u rb s. But for Dom Luiz De 
Castro E ’Almeida its the real 
thing he picked up for a nifty 
price 34 years ago. 
It is also, according to one 
recent guest, the writer, the 
last peace and quiet in the 
world, about 100 miles south 
of Lisbon. 
Dom Luiz, 76, is the owr.er 
of Milfontes Castle, a fortress 
dating back to the Carthagi­ 
nian era and rebuilt by the 
Moors to guard the mouth oi 
the Mira River from enemies 
approaching by the Atlantic. 


Like so many castle owners 
these days, Dom Luiz soon 
found that he could not main­ 
tain the accustomed grand 
style with his resource, so at 
the urging of the American 
Amb assad or to Portugal, he 
d ecid ed to take 
in paying 
guests 
to 
help 
with 
the 
castle’s expensive upkeep. 
“ People used to come as 
friends and 1 did not have 
enough to support them in 
those days,” Dom Luiz said 
in an interview. “ This was 11 
years ago when we came to 


live here. 


No n igh t life 


“ Then years ago, then Am­ 
bassador 
George 
Anderson 
suggested that I take in pay­ 
ing guests. 1 told him it was 
ridiculous 
because 
no 
one 
would come here. I can give 
t h e m 
nothing—no 
night 
life—to which he said you 
have got the last peace and 
quiet in the world.” 
Dom 
Luiz said 
Anderson 
sent him his first two paying 
guests soon afterwards and 
they have been coming ever 
since— sometimes booking up 
to six months in advance to 
get one of the seven rooms ! 
that are for rent. 
One thing Dom Luiz does 
not like to be called is a “ ho­ 
telier.” 
“ I consider myself as the 
owner of the house,” he said, j 
“ If I don’t like the guests, 1 
don’t receive 
them.” 
Dom 
Luiz even keeps a blacklist oi 
unwanted guests “ who will 
never come back." 
Dom Lute’s guests live in 
grand style. His rooms for 
let- all doubles—are super­ 
bly furnished with antiques, 
including canopied beds. Full 
room and board costs ap­ 
proximately $25 a day for a 
couple.

Not bad, considering that a 
North American highway mo­ 
tel will charge $25 just for the j 
room alone for two people, 
never mind the tastefully pre­ 
pared three meals a day, cr 
the superb view of the Mira 
River and the Atlantic. 
And where else could you 
get a three-mile long private 
beach thrown into the pack­ 
age? 
A son of well to do Portu­ 
guese parents, Dom Luiz at­ 
tended 
finishing 
school 
in 
Switzerland, had a brief dipl­ 
omatic career in the Portu­ 
guese foreign service, tried 
his hand at journalism by at­ 
tempting to interview Lenin 
and Trotsky during the Third i 
International, and then work­ 
ed for a shipping firm in Lis­ 
bon “ ending up in Sao Tome 
where 1 nearly died of ma­ 
laria.” 
“ Since 
I 
was a 
boy 
in 
school, the name of the vil­ 
lage, Vila Nova de Milfontes, 
attracted 
me,” 
Dom 
Luiz 
said. “ I came here the first 
time in 1939 and 24 hours la- j 
ter I had bought the castle l 
for 100 pounds (at that time 
about $350). 
“ The castle had absolutely 
nothing. It was a ruin. The 
government sold it at auction 
in 1906 and it was bought by 
an army officer. After that it 
was sold to three different 
people until 1 purchased it 
from the then-owner. 


Worth $500,000 


“ When 1 bought it, I imme­ 
diately 
started 
remodeling. 
The local villagers thought I 
was mad in doing this, but 1 
e v e n t u a l l y got the job 
done.” 
Dom 
Luiz said Milfontes 
Castle is now probably worth 
about $500,000. “ All the furni­ 
ture in the castle was inhe­ 
rited, except that which I nad 
made. Plus, if you bought it 
as it is, you would get 140 
p o u n d s of sterling silver 
alone,” he said. 
For Dom Luiz, being the 
owner of a castle is more or 
less a hobby. “ I live oft ot it,

Reforms spark trouble 
The flashpoint is a wide- 
ranging educational 
reform 
plan released this spring from 
a 
government 
commission 
headed 
by 
sociologist 
Jan 
Szczepanski. 
In calling for “ universality 
of education” at primary and 
secondary levels 
hroughout 
(he country', the Szczepanski 
commission recommended: 
— All-day, comprehensive 
schools with extensive extra­ 
curricular activities for Po­ 
land’s 10 million school-age 
children. 
—Re-education over a six- 
vear period of 150,000 teach­ 
ers so they all have at least a 
college education. 
- Consolidation of many 
s m a l l , 
understaffed 
and 
inadequate schools, especially 
in rural areas, into district 
schools with fuller programs 
and better staffs. 
Religious education 
Most educators 
described 
the proposed reforms as far­ 
sighted and badly-needed. But 
C h u r c h officials disagree. 
They see the changes as an 
attack on the teaching of reli­ 
gion to children. 
“ The recommendations rev- 


eal without doubt a tendency 
to eliminate religious educa­ 
tion,” Polish bishops said in a 
communique. 
“ Elements 
of 
the plan are very unfriendly.” 
Religious 
instruction 
long 
has been a sore point in Po­ 
land, where the state has 
adamantly 
refused 
church 
requests for catechism to be 
taught in schools. As a result, 
p r i e s t s conduct religious 
classes after regular school 
hours during the week, or in 
the evening. 
B i s h o p s say unaer the 
Szczopanski 
proposals 
chil­ 
dren would be too ti,ed or too 
occupied with school activities 
to

classes. 
They 
also object 
to 
in­ 
creased involvement of chil­ 
dren in the state-run schools, 
which stress “ socialist, educa­ 
tion,” and to remarks such as 
one made to Parliament by 
Prime Minister Piotr Jaros- 
zewicz that, “ the chief organ­ 
izer of education, work and 
social activity in oar country 
i « 
the 
socialist 
state.” 
At a recent meeting with 
Western correspondents. Edu­ 
cation 
Minister 
Jerzy 
Ku- 
berski expressed surprise at 
the church’s complaints.

Kuberski argued that chil­ 
dren still would have tiineto

‘ ‘ O u r proposals 
no 
means conflict with the p^gsi- 
bilities for religous in duc­ 
tion,” he said. “ We are sim­ 
ply meeting the needs of fa­ 
milies and the community/1’ 
The argument may prove to 
be academic, however, since 
Parliament has yet to ap­ 
prove the recommendations.

good 
here—after several years of 
relative calm.

—Wlien James Keogh, a for­ 
mer Time magazine ex ecu tiv e 
and White Hou se sp eech wri­ 
ter, rep laced Frank Shak es­ 
p eare as director of the U.S.

Moscow and

the Indochina War, and tell 
the story — sometimes tragic, 
sometimes dramatic—of do­ 
mestic stru ggle and achiev e­ 
ment.

job, his friends recall. He left

after

y ears—longer than any other 
USIA director. 
When Keogh assu med the 
sp aciou s sev enth floor office 


at 1750 Pennsy lv ania Av enu e, 
a stone’s throw from 
the 
White Hou se, he was imme­ 
diately faced by two crises: 
the annu al bu dget battle with 
Congress, and Watergate. 
Throu gh p atient ex p ositions, 
Keogh and his aides ap p ear 
to hav e mollified some Con­ 
gressional critics who were 
threatening a 15 p er cent cu t 
in the USIA bu dget. While 
Congress has not y et ap p ro­ 
p riated the agency ’s fu nds. 
USIA is ex p ected to get abou t 
$219 million. 
Keogh’s Watergate decision 
cau sed considerable 
agoniz­ 
ing. 
Since its creation in 
1942, 
the Voice of America has 
p rided itself on telling the 
whole tru th. Emp loy ment of 
p rofessional newsmen created 
a corp s of rep orters and edi­ 
tors eager to transmit ev ery 
detail of the Watergate inv es­ 
tigations, 
inclu ding 
charges 
from u nidentified sou rces. 
“The Watergate was a v ery 
sensitiv e p roblem 
for u s,” 
Keogh said. “The Voice of 
America is, after all, the offi­ 
cial v oice of the U.S. gov ern­ 
ment. If we try to su garcoat 
the p ill, then we are not doing

w e 
claim 
to 
be 
doing—telling the tru th. Bu t if 
we indu lge in the k ind of 
ex ageration and sp ecu lation 
which has occu rred in the 
p ress, then we hav e gone far 
bey ond ou r resp onsibility or 
du ty .”

Voice of America will rep ort 
the Watergate story factu ally , 
bu t will av oid hearsay , ru ­ 
mor, gossip or u nattribu ted 
accou nts. This was cou p led 
with the gu idance that the 
Voice of America mu st mak e 
ev ery effort to ex p lain the p e­ 
cu liarities of the American 
sy stem of gov ernment, ju stice 
and the p ress.

Since the break -in at Demo­ 
cratic headq u arters last y ear, 
Wallace say s bu siness at his 
“ Sp y Shop ” has been redu ced 
to bare bones. 
Wallace said in an inter­ 
v iew that he has been forced 
to redu ce the nu mber of fu ll 
time emp loy es at the

Sales 
of both bu gging dev ices and 
cou nter measu re dev ices hav e 
been cu t sharp ly . 
“I attribu te it directly to 
Watergate,” he

LITTLE PEOPLE'S PUZZLE 
Quiet Texas town 
'We're in Welfare, not on welfare' 


By K. MACK SISK 


WELFARE, Tex. (UPI) - 
Downtown is a tin-top general 


store and two wooden homes 


and at night the deer come 
right up to the house and eat 
the flowers from clay pots on 
the windowsill. 
“ I’d just a soon they eat 
my flowers than 1 would build 
a fence,” said Mrs. Louis Ma- 
gers, who lives with her hus­ 
band out from town, in a “ V” 
where the Zink and 
Little 
Joshua creeks come together. 
“ I love quiet. I don’t like a 


lot of noise and a lot of buz­ 
zing around.” 


Most of the 90 folks who 
call Welfare home live in 


houses scattered through the 
hills. There are a few aban­ 
doned stone homes in the 
woods, the kind built with 
narrow siits from which pio­ 
neers fired their muskets at 
Indians. 


The town’s one-room school- 
house where 42 kids used to 
study “ Stories of Thrift for 
Young Americans” and other 
textbooks, still stand. A few 


books and desks are left but 


there is mostly silence there 
now. 


Nutrias, raccoons, turkey, 


deer and other animals pretty 


well have the run of the hills 
of 
Kendall 
County, 
which 
once were thriving farmland. 
The hills are covered with 
huge oaks, wild grape vines 
and walnut trees that sprinkle 
the ground. 
Mrs. Magers said it is chea­ 
per to buy milk in town than 
to keep a cow at home. 
“ You farm for fun now,” 


she said. “ It doesn’t pay any­ 


more.” 
But the Magers grow and 


can about everything 
they 


eat, and even mill their own 
flour from wheat they grow in 
a small plot out back. 
“ She makes the finest chii- 
fon 
cakes 
and 
homemade 
read,” said Magers, miling 
proudly at his wife of «12 
years. “ She’s one of a kind.” 
Magers and his wife get 
their water from a spring and 
they don’t own a television. 
They never have. They listen 


to the radio some but he said 
most of the news he hears 


there is bad. 


“ We both read a lot,” said 


his wife. 
Welfare was founded in 1S86 


and it originally was called 
Bon Ton, Tex. But there was 
another town by the same 
name not far away, so citi­ 
zens changed the name to 
Welfare. Their reasons for the 
name have been lost to post­ 
erity. 
But as small as the town is, 
it has a mighty big motto: 
“ We’re in Welfare, not on 
welfare.” It is a politically 
conservative county that has 
voted Republican in presiden­ 
tial 
elections 
since 
before 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s time.

leap ed fro m the Em p ire State 
Bu ildin g sin ce an o bserv atio n 
to wer fen ce was bu ilt fo llo w­

Dea r Rea der — The sto ­ 
ma ch no rma lly pro duces hy ­ 
dro chlo ric a cid. The a cid in 
co njunctio n with pepsin, a lso 
pro duced by the sto ma ch, be­ 
g ins the initia l dig estio n o f 
pro teins. 
The a cid pepsin fo rma tio n 
in the sto ma ch is stimula ted 
by 
the 
v a g us 
nerv e. 
The 


nerv e cells fo r the ba g us o rg i- 
na te in the bra in stem a nd 
the nerv e fibers then a re pa s­ 
sed ex tensiv ely o v er the en­ 
tire dig estiv e tra ct a nd o ther 
reg io ns o f the bo dy . Yo u ca n 
stimula te the nerv e a nd im­ 
media tely the little cells in 
the wa ll o f the sto ma ch tha t 
pro duce a cid dig estiv e juice 
beg in to pump o ut this ma te­ 
ria l. It is this nerv e 
co n­ 
nectio n tha t ena bles psy chic 
stress, o r a ny o ther fo rm o f 
stimula tio n tha t rea ches the 
bra in, to a ffect the sto ma ch’s 
pro ductio n 
o f 
a cid 
pepsin 
juice. 


No t a ll stimuli tha t rea ch 
the bra in, then stimula te the 
sto ma ch to po ur o ut a cid pep­ 
sin juice, a re stressful. The 


sig ht o f a ppea ling fo o d stimu­ 
la tes the bra in. The impulse 
is rela y ed to the v a g us nerv e 
a nd then to the sto ma ch. The 
smell o f fa v o rite fo o d co o king 
is a no ther input. 


Ulcer pa tients usua lly ha v e 
a n o v erpro ductio n o f a cid di­ 
g estiv e juice fro m cells in the 
wa ll o f the sto ma ch. Whene­ 
v er surg ery is used in such 
a n indiv idua l, it’s co mmo n to 
remo v e pa rt o f the sto ma ch, 
thereby elimina ting pa rt o f 
the cells a nd to cut the v a g us 
nerv e, thereby elimina ting the 
nerv e stimulus to ca use these 
cells to pro duce a cid dig estiv e 
juice. 
This do es no t mea n tha t 
acid digestiv e ju ices ceases to 
be fo rmed. It’s ju st decreased 


to a much sma ller a mo unt. 
The cells in the sto ma ch ca n 
pro duce a cid dig estiv e juice 
o n their o wn, but will usua lly 
n o t p r o d u c e 
ex cessiv e 
a mo unts if there is no v a g us 
stimula tio n. 
Much the sa me effects o f 
surg ery a re a chiev ed thro ug h 
v a rio us 
medicines. Pro ba n- 
thine a nd a tro pine-like drug s 
a ll ha v e the chemica l effect 
o f blo cking nerv e impulses 
a lo ng the v a g us. Such medi­ 
cines litera lly induce “ che­ 
mica l surg ery o f the g a v us 
nerv e.” 
Ho w effectiv e the surg ery 
is depends a lo t o n the indiv i­ 
dua l ca se, whether o r no t a 
po rtio n o f the sto ma ch wa s 
remo v ed, ho w much a nd ev en 


ho w the v a g us is cut, a nd if 
the fibers o f the v a g us nerv e 
a re reg enera ted o r resume 
their o ld stimula to ry effect 


Fina lly , I wo uld ha v e to sa y 
in either medica l o r surg ica l 
trea tment o f ulcers, pa rt o f 
th e s u c c e s s depends o n 
cha ng ing liv ing ha bits tha t 
ma y ha v e been the ma jo r fa c­ 
to r in ca using the pro blem to 
s t a r t with. This includes 
elimina ting the use o f cig a - 
r e 1 1 e s , a lco ho l, ex cessiv e 
a mo unts o f co ffee a nd ner­ 
v o us o r emo tio na l tensio n o r 
stress o rig ina ting either be­ 
ca use o f o ccupa tio na l o r fa mi­ 
ly situa tio ns. 
Ma ny pa tients with ulcers 
ca nno t be a dequa tely trea ted 
unless the ca use o f the psy ­ 
chic stress ca n be elimina ted 
o r reduced. This ma y mea n

nounced “Geckelberi.” 
The movie is the Russian 
version 
of 
Mark 
Twain’s 
“ Huckleberry Finn,” a book 
as popular with Russian rea­ 
ders as it is with Americans. 
Filmed in southern Russia 
by one of the country’s top di­ 
rectors, Georgi Daniela, it is 
scheduled to open in Moscow 
late this month. It already 
has proved a resounding suc­ 
cess with preview audiences 
at the Moscow Film Club. 
To American eyes, the film 
is remarkably 
authentic 
in 
many details, particularly in 
the costumes and sets. But it 
is also strangely tragi-comic, 
a rather far cr\? from the an- j 
tic quality of the novel. 
“When I started shooting, I 
meant, this film to be very 
gay,” Daniela said in an in­ 
terview. 
“ But 
as 
it 
went 
along, it became a film of 
problems, with this tragic at- | 
mosphere. 
“ I am mostly interested in 
the problem of good and evil. 
Good is symbolized by Jim 
and Huck and the river. When 
they get ashore, they come 
a c r o s s hypocrisy and all 
kinds of evils. But in general, 
good triumphs.” 
There is a heavy emphasis 
on Jim ’s mistreatment, at the. 
hands oi whites. Because this 
is a Russian film about an 
American subject, some vie­ 
wers might see a political 
motivation in that. 
But Daniela, 43, a short, | 
lively Georgian with a mus- j 
tache and graying hair, said 
he was attempting to describe 
a moral problem, man’s inhu­ 
manity to man, rather than to 
indict. American society. 
“ I have too many problems 
myself to be interested 
in 
that,” he said. “ Let American 
film makers do that. Injustice 
is a moral problem that ex­ 
ists in all countries.” 
Daniela’s 
film 
is 
called 
“ Sobsem 
Propashi” 
(Good 
For Nothing), a title based on 
Huck’s frequent, references to 
himself 
in the dialogue as 
“good for nothing.” Daniela 
said he chose that title to 
avoid confusion with an ear­ 
lier 
Romanian 
film 
called 
“The 
Adventures 
of 
Tom 


Finn. 
“This has always been my 
favorite book, both as a child 
and as an adult,” he said. 
“ Hemingway 
said 
that 
all 
American 
literature 
came 
from one source — Huckleber­ 
ry Finn. What Mark Twain 
wrote is still valid for mankind 
today.” 
The Russian Huck Finn is a 
blond, apple-cheeked, 10-yea- 
rold Moscow schoolboy, Ro­ 
man Modyanov, who is ap­ 
pearing in his first film. 
Daniela described him as 
“ very fitted” for the role but 
said the boy had difficulty 
learning 
American 
names. 
“ In one scene, he is asked 
where he is heading, and the 
first time we did it he an­ 
swered 'New York Times , in­ 
stead ot New Orleans, 
Da­ 
niela said. 


Jim 
is 
played by 
Felix 
Iemakuede, a former student 
at Patrice Lumumba Univers­ 
ity in Moscow who is now an 
oil engineer in his native Ni­ 
geria. 
Iemakuede 
had 
no 
previous 
acting 
experience, 
and his interpretation of Jim 
is emphatically solemn. 
Daniela, who trained as an 
architect and went into film- 
making later in his career, 
is known to some American 
film buffs as the director of 
“ A Summer To Remember,” 
which won a film critics prize 
in the United States in the 
late 1950’s. 
He acknowledged that some 
aspects of his current film 
might be puzzling to Ameri­ 
can audiences, but points out 
he made it for Russian au­ 
diences, 
not 
American.

Mark 
Twain, Daniela conceded with 


a smile. 
“ If Mark Twain could see 
it,” he said, “he would think 
it was a film about Russia 
that has nothing to do with 
his novel.”

On the subject of music, 
Hayes said black music has 
always been relevant.

“ Ten years ago a black 
could not sing about social 
problems. So he had to ex­ 
press himself in a different 
way,” Hayes said. “ The black 
man has been singing the 
blues for years.”

Ten years ago, life was simpler. So 
was the medical profession. The lines 
between life and death, right and 
wrong, were relatively clear and un­ 
questioned. 
This is no longer the case. 
For two years I was a senior staff 
member of the Hastings Center, bas^ 
in Hastings-on-Hudson, N.Y. The 
Center brings together scientists and 
physicians with lawyers, philosophers 
and others to examine the ethical di- 
lenmias arising from the “biomedical 
revolution.” Below are just a few of 
the hundreds of knotty problems the 
Center has studied, and which doctors 
are encountering every day (names 
and details have been changed to pro­ 
tect anonymity). Most of these cases 
would not have come up ten years ago. 
None of them has an easy answer, but 
each demands an answer. Judge for 
yourself. You’re the doctor. What 
would your answers be? 


THE FETUS THAT WAS 
A BABY 


Mrs. L., a mother with five children, 
had come to a major big-city hospital for 
a therapeutic abortion. The child, she 
said, had been unplanned and was un­ 
wanted. 
The operation was normal right up to 
the time Dr. B., the young physician on 
duty, realized that he was holding not an 
inert fetus, but a living, breathing pre­ 
mature baby. 
What should he do? Placed quickly 
in an incubator, the baby would un­ 
doubtedly survive. Left alone, it would 
die. And there was no senior physician 
on duty to ask. 
Looking much more calm than he

really was. Dr. B. saw to the mother s 
needs, had the baby placed in a bassinet, 
and went to the cafeteria “for a smoke 
and time to think it over.” 
When he came back, he saw to his 
relief that the baby was no longer breath­ 
ing. 
The next morning he called the Hast­ 
ings Center to ask, “What do you think I 
should have done?" 
While the Center doesn’t function as 
a counseling group, the staff did come up 
with these questions that might be part 
of the decision: 
How much importance should be 
given to the mother’s intent? To her 
ability to raise the child? To the rights of 
the child to life? To the rights of the 
brothers and sisters? 


What about the possibility that the 
saline solution used to start the abortion 
could have caused brain damage in the 
baby? 
And who should have made the deci­ 
sion anyway? Should the mother have 
been consulted? 
The discussion produced no easy an­ 
swer. But the staff, now at least, had 


some of the questions that would help 
them make such decisions in the future. 


FORCIBLE SHOCK THERAPY 


Mrs. F. had become deeply despon­ 
dent and quarrelsome after her husband’s 
death, and wasn’t being helped by her 
psychiatrist. 
She signed herself into the psychiatric 
ward of a private hospital for shock 
therapy. She had to sign a consent form 
before submitting to the treatment. 
She said nothing after the first experi­ 
ence of being strapped to the table, given 
a sedative, and jolted into a convulsion 
by the shock. But two days later she re­ 
belled. “That was torture!" she screamed. 
“I won’t let you touch me again!” 
The psychiatrist used every means to 
get her to continue. But she remained 
firm in her refusal, and only the locked 
door kept her from running away. 
The staff met, and the majority de­ 
cided to continue treatment. Kicking and 
screaming, Mrs. F. was carried back into 
the treatment room. 
Later, in Center discussions, a psy­ 
chiatric nurse argued that the full course 


of treatment was necessary for success, 
and that to stop before it was over could 
leave the patient in worse condition than 
before. 
Once Mrs. F. signed the agreement, 
it was argued, she became the responsi­ 
bility of the hospital staff, who had to 
do what was best for her own good. She 
could not withdraw consent-especially 
since her change of mind might be a 
symptom of her disease. 
On the other hand, a physician-at- 
tomey argued, forcible treatment should 
be used only for a patient judged by a 
court to be unable to choose for himself 
-that is, one who's been legally com­ 
mitted. To force a voluntary patient like 
Mrs. F. to undergo treatment she doesn’t 
want is clearly a violation of her rights, 
he said. 


BUYING “DISCOUNT” BLOOD 


With the growing need for blood in 
this country, a commercial firm found 
a profitable business: importing 10,000 
liters of blood plasma each month from 
Haiti. Poorer citizens there could make 
as much as $182 a year selling blood. 
Is such commerce ethical? Those who 
defended the practice pointed out that 
the money was helping the local economy 
to the tune of some half-million dollars 
a year, and putting food on the tables of 
many who might have gone hungry- It 
also brought badly needed plasma to 
the U.S. 
Critics argued that the practice de­ 
meaned the donors and threatened their 
health, and that it eased the pressure to 
develop a better blood exchange system 
within the U.S. The extraordinary pov­ 
erty of the Haitians meant they did 
not have the freedom to say no; any of­ 
fer was one they couldn’t refuse. 
Finally, critics suggested, making 
blood a salable and importable commod­ 
ity opened the door for an international 
commercial traffic in kidneys and hearts. 
The question became moot when the 
man who arranged the deal fell out of 
favor with the Haitian regime, and the 
company lost its contract. But it—or a 
similar venture-will surely pop up else­ 
where. 
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IT’S A GIRL—ABORTION FOR 
SEX REASONS 
Mrs. S., the 38-year-old mother of a 
boy and two girls, told her physician she 
feared her child might have Down’s 
syndrome—mongolism, which is more 
common among children of mothers 
over 35. She asked for a relatively new 
test called amniocentesis, which reveals 
the child’s condition—and its sex. 
Dr. L., using a needle through the ab­ 
dominal wall, drew out some of the fluid 
surrounding the fetus, and examined the 
chromosomes. 
“There’s good news,” he told Mrs. S. 
“Your baby won’t be mongoloid.” 
“But what sex is it?” she asked. And 
when she learned the baby would be a 
girl—she asked for an abortion. 
Shocked, the doctor discovered from 
Mrs. S. and her husband that their real 
concern all along had been the desire to 
have another boy! 
Aside from the ethical question of the 
lie to the doctor, other questions arise: 
Is sex determination alone a sufficient 
reason for undergoing the amniocentesis 
—a relatively safe procedure, but which 
carries a risk of one to two percent for 
the fetus? And in a male-dominated so­ 
ciety, what would be the effect on the 
boy-girl ratio if parents could select? 
Assuming there are some genetic 
diseases so severe that early detection 
and abortion would be morally accept­ 
able, just what is a genetic “defect”? Is 
being an unwanted gender a defect? Is 
conceiving a child with the intent of 
destroying it if it’s the wrong sex any 
different from infanticide? 
On the positive side, it has been 
argued that being able to select the sex of 
one’s child, even by such a drastic mea­ 
sure, would help slow the population 
boom, since many “extra” babies come 
from attempts t6 beget a child of the de­ 
sired sex. And those who favor free abor­ 
tion for any and all reasons suggest sex 
determination is as good a reason as any. 


IS YOUR BABY A CRIMINAL? 


This time it was the physician who was 
tempted to lie. Mrs. R. was another older 
mother who wanted to rule out the pos­ 
sibility that her baby had Down’s syn­ 
drome, and the tests indeed showed the 
fetus to be unaffected. 
But the examination did turn up an 
extra “Y” chromosome in the baby’s 
cells-and there is evidence that such 
“XYY males” may be somewhat more 
prone to crimes of violence than the 
general population. 
The physician’s dilemma was this: 
Should he tell Mrs. R.? 
On the “no” side, he argued with him­ 
self that she had not asked him to check 
for the XYY syndrome-only for mongol­ 
ism. And what would it do to the way she 
reared her son if she knew? Would she 


panic each time he threw a temper tan­ 
trum? Would she overprotect him, or 
damage him psychologically with her 
nervousness? 
On the “yes” side was the trust the 
patient places in her physician, and his 
obligation to honor it. And, he asked, 


doesn't a patient have an inherent right 
to know the whole truth, even if it hurts? 
And, pragmatically: If the boy one day 
was one of that small minority of XYY 
males who end up behind bars, could the 
parents sue the physician for withhold­ 
ing the truth?

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e talked in the office of 
his publicist, Jay Bern­ 
stein, one of the multi­ 
tude of people who currently 
surround 
swimmer-turned-en­ 
dorser/ hopes-to-be-actor Mark 
Spitz. He wore blue jeans, a 
white-and-blue plaid shirt and 
tennis shoes. To my surprise, he 
did not insist upon his publi­ 
cist’s attending the interview. 
When I’d met Mark at a pre­ 
vious press conference, he was 
surrounded by so many advis­ 
ers, I had wondered if he had a 
mind of his own. 
FAMILY WEEKLY: You seem 
to have made a career of be­ 
coming an endorser. Do you 
mind not having a profession? 
MARK: Being an endorser is a 
profession. Whatever I do sells 
products. It’s a basis of our so­ 
ciety—to appeal to the public. 
After all, look at the cigarettes. 
They use a lot of beautiful 
women because they appeal to 
men who might smoke cigar­ 
ettes.

THE KIDNEY FAMINE 
Ralph S. advertised that he would pay 
$3,000 to the donor of a healthy kidney. 
Ralph suffered from total kidney failure, 
and his ad said he would commit suicide 
unless a transplant made it possible to 
end his sessions on the kidney machine. 


On the day his notice appeared, 25 
accident victims were buried in his state 
-m ost of them taking two healthy, trans­ 
plantable kidneys to the grave with them. 
Ralph’s state, like others, has passed 
the Uniform Anatomical Gift Act, per­ 
mitting people to carry cards willing 
healthy organs to others . 
But as Ralph found out, very few peo­ 
ple carry the cards, and there are not 
enough kidneys to go around. (It’s esti­ 
mated that more than 7,500 persons in 
the country have fatal kidney disease; 
fewer than 4,000 have access to kidney 
machines, and there are enough kidneys 
for only 1,500 transplants a year-leav­ 
ing at least 2,000 people without hope. 
Some put the figure at twice that.) 
Should the law be changed to make all 
healthy organs of the dead available for 
transplant? That is, unless the victim car­ 
ries a card forbidding such use? 
If the city can condemn a strip of pri­ 
vate land for the public good, does it 
have the right-or duty-to “condemn” 
organs no longer of use to their original 
owners, for the survival of others? 


BRAIN SURGERY OR 
IMPRISONMENT? 


Ernest M., 38, is a huge, bright, good- 
natured and successful salesman—except 
once or twice a year when he flies into 
an uncontrollable rage. Then he may use 
his 265 pounds to fight seven police offi­ 
cers to a draw, or put his fist through a 
concrete block in his cell. 
As the result of one such episode, and 
a subsequent' courtroom threat to the 
judge, he now faces the equivalent of a 
life sentence in-solitary confinement-in a 
hospital for the criminally Insane. 
Ernest’s symptoms are similar to those 
of a rare form of epilepsy, associated 
with damage to the brain. And some 
neurosurgeons have had success In end­ 
ing such attacks by making a tiny in­ 
cision in one section of the brain. 
But neurosurgeons have so far refused 
Ernest’s case because there is no obser­ 
vable physical damage to his brain. 
Should they take the case, and per­ 
haps release Ernest from spending the 
rest of his life alone, under lock and key? 
Those who say “no” would include 
those who oppose all psychosurgery 
(surgery on the brain for behavioral dis­ 
orders), usually saying that the side ef­ 
fects are unpredictable, that there may 
be a blunting effect on the patient’s emo­ 
tional responses. They also say that slic­ 
ing away some of a man’s emotions 
means killing a part of him. 
Others would argue that many opera­ 
tions have been performed without ap­ 
parent side effects, that the patient has a 
right to treatment after all other methods 
have failed, even if there is no apparent 
physical damage—and that life on the 
outside with his family, even if the worst 
happens, would be preferable to 
a living death behind bars.

For dry skin, a cream would be 
applied instead.) Because Dianne’s 
skin is evenly textured, no makeup 
base was needed. Her eyebrows, a bit 
too thick, were plucked and given 
more of an arch. (A tip: Eyebrows 
should only be plucked from under 
the brow, never above, or the natural 
guideline is lost. The result could be 
a mismatched set.) To keep Dianne’s 


total look very natural, her lips were 
first covered with a brown-shaded lip­ 
stick, then highlighted with a peach 
color. Her upper-lip line was extended 
to balance her fuller bottom lip. 
To bring out her cheekbones, a 
tawny cream rouge was blended in a 
circular motion out toward her hair­ 
line. An apricot eyeshadow was used 
on her eyelids; a medium-brown was 
applied in the crease to add depth, and 
a soft white highlighter was used on 
the brow bone. No dark liner was used, 
but Dianne’s eyelids were polished off 
with a pearl-beige cream applied close 
to the upper lash line, to give sparkle. 
Upper and lower lashes were treated 
with a coat of mascara.

<The Diet Watch 


Reading the labels on canned 
groceries can make you 
skinnier. Canned stewed 
tomatoes, for example, con­ 
tain sugar, but if you buy plain 
canned tomatoes and add a 
sugar substitute, you save 
calories. Checking the labels 
on canned fruits is impor­ 
tant-canned sweetened 


applesauce, for instance, has 
230 calories per cup, but the 
unsweetened has 100 cal­ 
ories; canned sweetened 
grapefruit juice has 130 
calories per cup, but the un­ 
sweetened has only 100 per 
cup. Fruits packed in light 
syrup have fewer calories 
than those in heavy syrup, 


and water-packed fruits have 
fewest calories. Keep an eye 
out, too, when buying un­ 
canned foods: A container of 
creamed cottage cheese has 
260 calories per cup, but 
plain cottage cheese has only 
170 per cup. A dieter needs 
plenty of nutrition, so cottage 
cheese might be called the 
“ideal” food for dieters. It’s 
inexpensive, and a mere half­ 
cupful gives you 20 protein 
grams, which is a third of our 
day’s protein needs. That’s 
about the same number as 
you get from a quarter pound 
of expensive steak.

How Long Does 
A Vaccination Last? 
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Do you believe that once 
you’re immunized you’re 
always safe? As with many 
other common beliefs—this is 
also wrong. The body does 
build up immunity through 
vaccination, but revaccina­ 
tion is necessary to have con­ 
tinuous protection. Here is 
how it works: A vaccine 
called an antigen, made from 
microorganisms that cause a 
disease, is injected in minute 
amounts into the body. It 
stimulates the body to pro­ 
duce another substance, 
called an antibody, that fights 
the disease. But protection 
conferred by immunization 


tapers off with the years. For 
example, a smallpox vaccina­ 
tion lasts only five to seven 
years. People should get re­ 
vaccinated when exposed to 
smallpox or when traveling to 
areas in which smallpox 
occurs, like the Far East. (By 
the way, did you know that a 
combined vaccine made from 
six live antigens has been 
developed recently but is still 
under study? It consists of a 
combination of diphtheria- 
tetanus-whooping-cough- 
measles-mumps-German- 
measles antigens—plus a 
polio vaccine, too!)

were subjected to psychological 
tests designed to evaluate per- 
suadability. Conclusions of the 


investigators: “The results show 
that both overweight and under­ 
weight subjects were more per-, 
suadable than others.” It’s diffi­ 
cult to determine exactly why 
this is so, but in the case of the 


overweight individual, it isn t 
likely he would be overweight if 
he didn’t lack the resistance to 
say “no” to the silent persuasion 


of food. 
4. True. Studies show that the 


most persuasive people tend to 
be the most difficult to influ­ 
ence. Incidentally, investigators 
have found that people of high 
intelligence are more easily in­ 
fluenced than those of lesser 
mental stature, when confronted 
with impressive logical argu­ 
ments. But they are the most 
resistant to persuasion “which 
relies on unsupported general­ 
ities, or false, illogical, irregular 
argumentation.” Moral: If your 
idea or project has merit, the 
smartest man you can find will 
be the easiest to sell on it. 
5. False. Consensus of psycho­ 
logical studies has demonstrated 
—on tests on men and women 
from all walks of life—that peo­ 
ple are most influenced by a per­ 
suasive appeal when it is inter­ 
rupted by casual distractions, 
such as other people talking, a 
radio going, or other incidental 
sounds and noises. This distract 
tion, as investigators point out, 
is effective because “it curtails 
counter-arguing on the part of 
the person listening to the per­ 
suasive message and makes 
him more receptive to the at­ 
tempt to influence him.” 
6. True—tor some personality 
types, False for others. Studies 
have shown that while pen*as 
with high self-esteem and self- 
confidence tend ordinarily to be 
harder to influence than others, 
they are rendered much more 
persuadable when flattered or 
complimented, and are more 
susceptible to being influenced 
if “exposed to favorable mes­ 
sages about themselves.” On the 
other hand, it was found that 
“low-esteem persons [lacking in 
self-reliance] were more persua­ 
dable with unfavorable messages 
about themselves.”

KUWAIT (UPI) -F iv e Arab guer­ 
rillas. their hands raised over their 
heads, surrendered Saturday night to 
Kuwaiti troops who surrounded their 
jetliner on a sweltering tarmac, ending 
a kidnaping and hijack odyssey that 
began last Wednesday at the Saudi 
Arabian Embassy in Paris. 
The guerrillas freed four Saudi dipl­ 
omats seized at the embassy and held 
during a series of hop-scotch flights ac- 
cross the Middle East. The Saudis 
were reported in good condition and, 
although not needing hospitalization, 
were to remain for a few days in Ku­ 
wait. 
The terrorists, who had demanded 
unsuccessfully that Jordan release a 
guerrilla leader, were believed to be 
undergoing questioning by security offi­ 
cials, but their whereabouts were not 
immediately known. 
As evening fell, one of their hos­ 
tages, identified as Yehia Baha Eddin, 
a Saudi Embassy secretary, climbed 
down from the Boeing 707 Kuwait Air­ 
lines plane on a wood ladder and wal­ 
ked over to the troops. 
Forty soldiers, bayonets fixed on 
their rifles, and a dozen armored per­ 
sonnel carriers, had surrounded the 
plane on the tarmac, where the tem­ 
perature climbed to more than 100 de­ 
grees. 
The hostage was released by the 
guerrillas to carry a message, declar­ 
ing their intention to surrender, to Ac­ 
ting Premier Sheikh Saad AlAbdallah, 
the Middle East News Agency said. 
Trailing a piece of rope, with which 
he had been tied, the diplomat reached 
the troops in a state of extreme ex­ 
haustion. 
Thirty minutes later, the guerrillas 
began broadcasting messages over the 
plane’s radio declaring they would sur­ 
render shortly. 
The commandos and the hostages be­ 
gan disembarking from the plane at 
7:50 p.m., one after the other, with 
their hands raised over their heads, 
the Middle East News agency said. 
“All the guerrillas have surrendered 
without a fight,” said Dr. Abdul Ha­ 
mid, chief airport physician. Neither 
he nor other officials were able to »ay 
immediately under what terms the 
Arabs gave up.

Two forest fires burned out of control 
Saturday in isolated, steep terrain of 
Northern California near Eureka and 
Vacaville. 
Flames blackened nearly 4,400 acres 
of timber and brush in the two blazes 
but no structures were engulfed. There 
were no injuries. 
Firefighters and six aerial tankers 
managed to halt a wall of flames 
which had moved within three quarters 
of a mile of several homes six miles 
west of Vacaville. Flames burning 


along the ridge between Solano and 
Napa counties charred 3,400 acres. 
By nightfall Saturday, firemen had 
the Vacaville fire 80 per cent contained 
despite a 35-mile-an-hour north wind 
and heavy brush. 
“We feel certain the fire was man- 
caused,” said a spokesman for the Cal­ 
ifornia Division of Forestry, “We hope 
for 
possible 
containment 
sometime 
Sunday morning. 
Fifty miles south of Eureka in the 
rugged Finley Creek area, fire con­ 
sumed more than 950 acres of timber 
and threatened some homes along the 


drainage plain ot Eubank Creek. The 
division of forestry asked the Hum­ 
boldt County sheriff’s office to eva­ 
cuate families living in the Eubank 
area. 
Five air tankers bombed the fire 
with chemical retardants and 300 men 
were deployed on the fire lines. The 
firefighters were plagued with spot 
fires breaking out in advance of the 
fire line. 
By sundown Saturday, firemen had 
established a line around approximate­ 
ly 50 per cent of the Finley Creek 
blaze.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Nixon, setting a goal of independence 
from Middle East oil within five years, 
announced relaxation of air pollution 
standards for industry Saturday to 
ease an expected shortage of home 
heating oil this winter. 
After a two-hour White House meet­ 
ing on the energy situation, John A. 
Love, the President’s special energy 
adviser, also disclosed new steps to 
boost imports of heavy oils used for 
heating through a change in price con­ 
trol regulations. 
Love said rationing of home heating 
oil this winter was discussed as an 
emergency “contingency plan,” but no 
decision was made. 
The President listed a host of other 
measures, including pressure on Con­ 
gress to approve the trans-Alaska oil 
pipeline, which he predicted would put 
U.S. energy resources on the road to . 
ward 
selt-sufficiency. 
Love 
said 
it 
w'ouid take three to five years to reach 
that point. 
Nixon 
announced 
he 
would 
ease 
some new air quality standards and 
postpone enforcement of others to al­ 
low greater industrial use of such high- 
pnllution fuels as coal. This in turn will 
release more low-sulphur oil and natur­ 
al gas for home consumption this win­ 
ter. 
Although Congress has legislated au­ 
thority for progressively stricter air 
qualify controls, Nixon said he could 
act on his own to modify the actual 
standards set by the EnvironmentaJ 
Protection Agency. Love said he would . 
meet with a delegation of governors 
next week to seek necessary changes 
in state air pollution laws stemming 
from federal standards. 
Love said EPA administrator Russel! 
Train agreed with the decision because 
no health hazards would be involved. 
Government officials have estimated 
home heating oil might fall 15 per cent 
short of demand this winter if cold 
weather is severe enough. Love has 
said supplies were “very’ tight.” 
Love disclosed that the Cost of Liv­ 
ing Council next week will announce 
regulations allowing a boost in retail 
heating oil prices to help importers 
recover more fully the cost of high­ 
er-priced oil from abroad. 
* 
This probably will translate into a 
domestic price hike of 2 cents a gallon 
this winter. 
The move was intended to increase 
imports to help meet the anticipated 
domestic demand for an additional 
200,000 to 400,000 barrels of fuel oil 
daily this winter, even without a sev­ 
ere winter, said Charles J. DiBona, a 
special White House energy consultant. 
Even though 
Love 
predicted 
the 
United States would be importing some 
oil, “certainly from this hemisphere 
and probably from the Middle East,” 
after it becomes self-sufficient in three 
to five years, the President reaffirmed 
his determination to resist increasing 
political pressures from Arab oil-pro­ 
ducing countries. 
“ The United States must be in a po­ 
sition so that no nation in the world 
has us in the position where they can 
cut off our oil,” Nixon said. 
The President said Americans faced 
a short-term energy problem—-“we do 
not face a crisis in that sense of the 
word"—but that long-range prospects 
for an adequate U.S. energy supply 
were “excellent” and perhaps better 
than for any other industrialized na­ 
tion.

New cars to show miles 
per gallon on price tag 


WASHINGTON (UPl) -Prospective 
new car buyers soon may be able to 
determine at a glance how many miles 
the 1974 models are expected to get on 
a gallon of gasoline. 
The idea, first advanced by the Envi- 
. r o n m e n t a l Protection Agency last 
month, is to post the information next 
to the price sticker on car windows 
and the EPA said Saturday most au­ 
tomakers have indicated they would 
take part in the voluntary program. 
The EPA said each car would bear a 
label 
showing 
comparative 
mileage 
rates for cars in various weight cate­ 
gories and the cost of gas for driving 
the vehicle 10,000 miles at 40 cents a 
gallon. 
By looking at the data, EPA said 
buyers could tell that new cars weigh­ 
ing 2.000 pounds should average 24 


miles per gallon and that expected mi­ 
leage would get progressively lower as 
car weight increased. 
For example, a new 1974 car weigh­ 
ing 5,500 pounds would get only about 
eight miles per gallon while a 3.000 
pound car should average close to 15, 
the EPA said. 
In term s of operating costs, the EPA 
said the 5,500 pound vehicle would burn 
up around $500 worth of gas to go 10,- 
000 miles compared with $265 for the 
3.000 pound car and $165 for the sub­ 
compact 2.000 pound auto. 
The agency noted, however, that ac­ 
tual fuel economy would depend on 
such variables as individual driving 
habits, condition of the vehicle and the 
amount of optional equipment, includ­ 
ing air conditioners and power steer­ 
ing.

He 
had not been away from home for sev­ 
eral months. And he had no known 
ci ntact with persons with a history of 
recent foreign travel, the NCDC said. 
It added that an extensive search 
has revealed no additional cases of 
suspected choleia in the area. Further 
investigations are underway to deter­ 
mine the source of the patient’s infec­ 
tion, the NCDC added. 
The NCDC said the absence of cho­ 
lera cases reflects «the “ minimal poten­ 
tial for spread of cholera in areas with 
safe food and water supplies, such as 
these commonly encountered in the 
United States.” It added that the Texas 
case is unrelated to the current out­ 
break of cholera in Italy. 
Because more than 10 days have pas­ 
sed since hospitalization of this single 
case, the area where the Texas patient 
resides is not a cholera-infected area 
under provisions of international health 
regulations, according to the NCDC. 


DETROIT (UP1) —With less than a 
week of bargaining time left before a 
strike deadline. Chrysler Corp. Satur­ 
day rescinded all disciplinary action 
taken against 1,447 United Auto Work­ 
ers members who took part in heat 
strikes last month. 
Chrysler said it decided to end the 
penalties against employes at its plants 
in Windsor, Ont., in response to assur­ 
ances from UAW President Leonard 
Woodcock and Vice President Douglas 
Fraser that they would devote their 
“personal 
attention” 
to 
preventing 
more unauthorized walkouts. 
Thirteen workers were fired and ano­ 
ther 398 suspended in what company 
spokesmen referred to as a “ routine 
disciplinary action” because of heat 
strikes Aug. 27. But Fraser, who heads 
the union’s Chrysler Department, de­ 


s c r ib e d the action, which also included 
send in'’ letter1- of reprimand to more 


than 
1.000 other workers, as 
“out­ 
rageous.” 
In letters to Woodcock and Fraser, 
William O’Brien, vice president of per­ 
sonnel for Chrysler, said he understood 
union officials “w'ould insist that the 
employes of the Windsor plant comply 
with the no-strike provisions of their 
contracts and the law.” 
“ We sincerely hope that this action 
will inaugurate the stability and res­ 
ponsibility that we have come to ex­ 
pect in plants that your union repre­ 
sents.” the letter concluded. 
Chrysler said it took the action in 
response to a “ special request” from 
the union. 
The LAW and Chrysler continued to 
meet through the weekend, hoping to 
work out details of a new contract for 
127.500 U.S. and Canadian workers be­ 
fore 11:59 p.m. Friday, when the old 
pact expires. Workers already have au- 
horized a strike if one is necessary.

Other major problems, he 
said, are overcrowding, poor 
medical care and recreation 
facilities, bad food and a lack 
of classification among differ­ 
ent types of prisoners.

Too often, Hoffa said, no at­ 
tention is given to these con­ 
ditions until a riot occurs. 
“The biggest 
problem

responsible people to realize 
that preventing a riot is bet­ 
ter than quelling a riot.” 
Hoffa said during the live

riots. He said in some cases 
guards provoke riots because 
they want people to see pri­ 
son conditions on television 
The problems are nut ra­ 
cial, he said.

M A R B E L L A , Spain — 
When was the last time you 
heard a rooster crow just be­ 
fore down—particularly from 
the 16th floor of a modem air 
conditioned hotel? 
The incident is typical here 
on the Costa del Sol in Spain. 
The builder and developer 
has moved in before the far­ 
mer has had a chance to 
gather his flock and head for 
a vanishing rural area. 
Just 20 years ago this Sun 
Coast on the Spanish shores 
of the Mediterranean was a 
string 
of 
fishing 
villages. 
Then the tourists, attracted 
by the sun and cheap prices, 
started coming. Today it is no 
longer cheap, but remains a 
favorite sunshine playground 
and attracts more than two 
million tourists a year from 
all over the world. 
August is the hottest month 
during the days but the even- 
i n g s 
are 
cooled by sea 
breezes making the 
nights 
comfortable. The 85 miles, ex­ 
tending on both sides of the 
city of Malaga from Almeria 
in the east of Algeciras in the 
west has seen the most spec­ 
tacular development. 
It is a land of contracts. Of 
fishermen pulling their boats 
onto the sand and mending 
their nets in the shade of sky­ 
scraper hotels. Of mule trains 
loaded with sugar cane jog­ 
ging along the busy four-lane 
highway. And just a few ki­ 


lometers inland from any of 
the modern resorts along the 


coast will bring you to vil­ 
lages with narrow cobbled 
streets, whitewashed houses 


with wrought iron balconies 
where at dusk the villagers 
ride in from the fields on don­ 
keys. 
It has been called a picture 
post card world that really 
exists. 
It has been almost fiteen 
years since I first visited Ma­ 
laga. An acute arthritic at­ 
tack caused the specialists at

Paris to advise a pleasant, 
w a r m , sunny climate in 
which to recuperate. Malaga 
appeared to be the ideal an­ 
swer—an was.

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Remapping plan shifts power to valley 


New Assembly, state Senate, Congress 
zones unite most of area for swing vote

Pomona and the West End of San 
Bernardino County can expect a grea­ 
ter degree of home rule if the State 
Supreme Court adopts the redistricting 
plan proposed by its special masters 
panel. 
The remapping would unite a hereto­ 
fore politically fragmented area into 
Assembly District 65, and leave it with­ 
out an incumbent. 
It would also give the area a stro­ 
nger voice in the election of a state 
senator and a 
congressional 
repre­ 
sentative. 
Under the new plan, the cities of Po­ 
mona, Ontario, Montclair, Upland and 
Chino—which have tightly knit econom­ 
ic ties and account for better than two- 
thirds of the populace in the Pomona 
V alley—would compose the 65th dis­ 
trict. 
4 representatives 
These cities are presently repre­ 
sented. depending on district lines, by 
four assemblymen, none of whom re­ 
side within the boundaries of the prop­ 
osed district. 
And it is unlikely that any of the four 
legislators would change their resi­ 
dences to compete for a seat in the 
new district since Pomona and the 
West End communities represent only 
a small portion of their present dis­ 
tricts. 
Pomona is now represented by Bill 


Lancaster, R-49th Dist., and Joseph 
Montoya, D-50th Dist.; Ontario, Mon­ 
tclair and Chino by 
John 
Briggs, 
R-25th Dist.: 
and Upland by 
John 
Quimby, D-72nd Dist. 
The 65th District would be combined 
with the 66th, which is entirely within 
San Bernardino County and consists of 
the communities of Colton, Fontana 
and Rialto, and a major portion of the 
city of San Bernardino, to form the 
32nd Senate District. 
The present senatorial set-up has Po­ 
mona in the 35th District under James 
Whetmore, while the West End is in 
20th District represented by William 
Coombs. 
Coombs undecided 
Cocmbs, from Rialto, would be the 
incumbent in the proposed 32nd Dis­ 
trict, but he is not sure if he will run 
for re-election. 
“ I really don’t know if I’m going to 
run the next time,” Coombs said Fri­ 
day. ‘‘This is a constant question, and 
it has been triggered again by reappor­ 
tionment. A decision will be made next 
January or February when we have to 
file.” 
He acknowledged rumors persist that 
he will not seek re-election, but he ad­ 
ded, “ There have been rumors ever 
since I came here (Sacramento). It's 
possible one of the rumors could jell 
today. But for now a decision has not 
been made.”

Finance company’s wary 
when couple is separated 


My husband and I are separated. During the last six months 
.we have paid our bills on time and things are better now 
financially than before. 
. My car is falling apart and my husband’s car broke down. 
We decided to get a better auto. My husband would and could 
easily make a $75 payment each month. 
But as soon as the loan companies find out that we don’t live 
together, they won’t finance a car purchase for us. Why must 
a married couple live together in order to finance anything? — 
P. M.t Chino 


We picked a loan company at random, asked the above 
question and received the answer we expected. 
Loan companies are likely to suspect that when a couple 
separates, legal action is imminent. That means court ex­ 
penses to be paid by the couple. 
Under the California community property law, both the hus­ 
band and wife must sign for the loan A legal hassle might 
delay for a while the determination of which marriage partner 
is to take over what debts. 
Under those circumstances, loan companies have found, 
many people don’t pay their bills.

POMONA — An increase in school 
milk prices will be asked at the Po­ 
mona school board meeting Tuesday 
night.

M axim um security site? 
Decision nearing on fate of Camp Glen Rockey

SAN DIMAS — The issue oi whether 
Camp Glen Rockey will change its pre­ 
sent concept and be turned into a 
maximum security prison may be set­ 
tled Tuesday when Los Angeles County 
Supervisor Peter Schabarum returns 
from vacation. 
Bill Gilson, press representative for 
Schabarum, said because of the con­ 
troversy surrounding the erection of a 
14-foot wall at Camp #Glen Rockey in 
the San Dimas foothills, the supervisor 
has assigned four county departments 
to 
prepare 
a 
report 
and 
recom­ 
mendation on the matter. 
Gilson said the reports from the pro­ 
bation department, the office of the 
chief administrative officer, the fire 
department 
and 
the county 
super­ 
intendent of schools will be presented 
to Schabarum Tuesday when he re­ 
turns from a backpacking trip in the 
Sierras. 
Fire protection assured 
The press representative said the 
only advance knowledge he had of the 
report is that it does guarantee the 
county will have no lessening of the 
number of persons assigned to fire pre­ 
vention and fire protection. 
This statement comes after the Los 
Angeles County Watershed Commission 
last week voted unanimously to oppose 
a maximum security use of the camp 


and further urged rhe county not to 
discontinue the use of the boys in the 
camp for fire prevention and protec­ 
tion in the foothill areas. 
San Dimas City Councilman D. F 
Hooper, the city’s representative on 
the commission, was asked by fellow 
members to give the city’s viewpoint 
in the controversy at last week’s meet­ 
ing. 
Hooper, who retired from the fire de­ 
partment after 34 years of service, 
said he told the commission that near­ 
by residents of the camp don’t want 
the wall erected and that the city had 
taken a stand against it. 
Forestry goal 
* ‘ P e o p 1 e .don’t want the camp 
changed to a maximum security facil­ 
ity. It was first located there many 
years ago by the forestry, and boys 
from the camp were always available 
for watershed protection.” 
Hooper said the boys won’t be avail­ 
able if the concept of the camp is 
changed. 
Hooper said the commission also 
took the position that if the county 
goes ahead and erects the wall, a paid 
camp of firefighters be put in the area. 
He said similar camps are located in 
Malibu and Oak Grove Park. He said 
young men work fulltime and alternate 
days that they live at the camp to pro­ 
vide tire protection service at 
all 


times. 
He said it would be a “ great loss" if 
the boys at Camp Glen Rockey can no 
longer be used. He said the young 
crews clear firebreak trails, land adja­ 
cent to roadways and the motorw tys 
that are closed to the public but are 
used by firefighting equipment in an 
emergency. 
Values cited 
The city councilman said he, as a 
veteran ot the county fire department, 
knows the value ot these camp crews. 
He said it is also good for the young 
men. 16 to 18, to do something useful. 
•It often makes men ot them.” 
In May. the La Venre City Council 
and the Glendora City Council both 
took stands supporting San Dimas* op­ 
position to the erection of the wall. 
State Sen. H. L. Richardson, R-19th 
Dist., and Assemblyman Bill Lancaster 
R-49th Dist. have both stated that they 
disapprove of the county plans to 
change the concept of the camp. 
San Dimas City Manager Robert 
Poff said that the city has requested 
that a meeting be held with Schaba­ 
rum to discuss Camp Glen Rockey but 
the date for the meeting is pending. 
New dorm planned 
The camp is located at 1900 N. Syca­ 
more Canyon Road and presently has a 
dormitory capacity for 95 boys. The 
county wants to construct a dormitory 


that will house 20 boys in individiiai 
rooms. The rooms would be u te tfto 
isolate problem boys and to e a sg jtty 
possible racial problems. 
Robert Ballentine, assistant fire-<^ef 
for the county, has stated the c«*tty 
will no longer be able to condud^ita 
present 
rehabilitation 
program ' |jor 
youths at the camp. 
He said the camp would not be 4ble 
to handle the undisciplined and aggf*s- 
sive youths that will be sent tk$re. 
Runaways from other area cam psjipll 
be sent to San Dimas because o i p e 
maximum security installations.

The fire depa 
works with boys during daytime

Studies of actual 
spending needed 


The most disturbing feature of government today 
is that the Congress has no w ay of effectively check­ 
ing on the quarter trillion dollars the federal depart­ 
ments and bureaus spend each year. 
Toctyv, for exam ple, no one in Congress knows for 
certain whether we are spending too much money for 
defense or too little, and whether what is being 
spent is used most effectively. 
The same goes for the §80 billion a year tor 
Health, Education and Welfare and the millions 
spent by the Veterans Administration, by Agricul­ 
ture, by the Agency for International Development, 
by Interior, by the* National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration — and so on down the line. 
Talk to a congressional staffer and he moans, 
“The Pentagon tells us they need so much equip­ 
ment for so many squadrons. But we have no way 
of knowing whether they need the units, w h eth er this 
is the right equipment, or whether we should hold 
off for a while unt il some new research pans out. 
Congress does not have the stall to adequaleh 
study even the major multibillion-dollar proposals 
which corfie before it to determine whether they are 
needed, adequately planned and free of tat. Or whe­ 
ther other programs aimed at the same objectives 
would be more effective, or cost less to achieve the 
sam e ends. 
The Library of Congress research service and the 
General Accounting Office perform some of these 
functions. But they are so understaffed they can 
only pick at the surface. The GAO does its work, in 
the main, on programs already in effec t Its investi­ 
gations normally do not include proposals. Yet it is 
obvious that the tim e to halt wasteful, ineffective 
programs is before they start. 
The hearings Congress holds on the spending 
proposals of the various departments are often lu­ 
dicrous. Senators and congressmen, lacking infor­ 
mations, frequently don’t know what questions to ask. 
They are snowed by diagrams, charts, figures anc 
lengthy statements of justification and objectives. 
Independent institutions, such as Brookings, have 
attempted to fill the gap in some instances, making 
suggestions of what could be cut or changed, if. Con­ 
gress had a mind to. Though there are some e*^eP' 
tions, these studies too are usually somewhat thinly 
manned. Too often they are heavy with a variety ot 
opinions, ot hard facts. Intricate formulas, erudite 
statements and a variety of figures are imperative 
— but quite often hide a paucity of real information. 
The government departments and bureaus have 
staffs of tens of thousands to call on up and down 
the line in proparing their proposals, and millions to 
spend in studies by private think tanks. 
Congress needs equivalent resources. A largei 
number of research assistants for one. And the 
House and Senate must on a regular basis let major 
contracts out to research groups independent of gov­ 
ernment for thorough studies of spending proposals 
and investigations into the results of major pro­ 
grams after they’ve been in effect for a year or 
two. 
We are of course talking about more than a waste 
of monev, important as that is. We are speaking 
about whether the objectives we have set for our 
government are being met. 


Warning to 
big spenders 


The people of the United States are beginning to 
learn that creeping inflation is but the prelude to 
egHoplng inflation and that government spending 
beyond fcvome is the forerunner of rising prices and 
devalued dollars. A nationwide, independent survey 
sponsored by the American Farm Bureau Federation 
and involving 1,123 personal Interviews in 24 metro­ 
politan areas and 11 nonmetro counties reveals that 
86 per cent of the people favor cutting government 
.spending to combat rising food prices. It the findings 
of the survey mean anything at all. politicians aie 
coins to find it increasingly difficult to spend and 
spend without regard to the taxpayer’s ability to 
pay. As the consequences of their acts aie felt in 
terms of more inflation, they are likely to find it 
harder to pass along the blame to businesses, in­ 
dustries, retailers, farmers and workers lor what 
happens to prices.

No matter how many billions are poured into 
social programs to buy votes, their effect 
be 
crushed along with the hopos oi bene icianes by he 
roaring express tram of inflation. In the end the 
groups of people that free-spending politicians have

Undermining minority programs 


WASHINGTON - The federal gov­ 
ernment’s $2.17 million program to 
help black businessmen is being ad­ 
ministered by political proteges of the 
Senate’s diehard segregatiomst, Strom 
Thurmond, R-S.C. 
The 
cantankerous 
Thurmond 
has 
been able to place two cronies and one 
in-law over the Small Business Admin­ 
istration’s 
minority 
business devel­ 
opment office, causing outraged howls 
trom blacks and other minorities who 
seek help from the SBA. 
The Thurmond Three are: — John 
Patrick, the acting director of the pro­ 
gram. He is a retired Air Force colo­ 
nel from South Carolina and is a long­ 
time family friend of Thurmond 
Overall boss 
— Marshall Parker, a former state 
senator in South Carolina, who jumped 
to the GOP with Thurmond in 1964. 
Twice he has run against South Caro­ 
lina’s Democratic Sen. Ernest Hoilings, 
with Thurmond’s backing. Parker is 
overall boss of ihe SBA’s minorities 
programs. 
— Horace Crouch, an in-law of Thur­ 
mond. His late sister was Thurmond’s 
tirst wite. Crouch is Parker’s top aide. 
Since the first of the year, the Thur­ 
mond Three have tried to reduce feder­ 
al food service contracts which had

been going to minority businessmen 
and have otherwise undermined the 
minority programs, according to SBA 
insiders and black businessmen. 
So restrictive were some of the new 
guidelines that SBA Administrator Tom 
Kleppe had to step in and ease them. 
Despite 
Kleppe’s 
intervention, 
how­ 
ever, Parker and Patrick have cut 
back the increase in funding of black 
and other minority enterprises to a 
mere $33 million this year, compared 
with an increase of $195 million be­ 
tween 1970 and 1973. 
One black on job 
The Thurmond mystique has even 
extended into the SBA minority divi­ 
sion’s oftices. There is only one profes­ 
sional black employed in the section 
supposed to assist blacks and he was 
hired before Parker took command 
three years ago. 
Both Kleppe and Parker insist that 
the Thurmond Three’s tenure has not 
hurt the program. Kleppe, however, 
confided that having Thurmond’s men 
in charge of a minority division does 
not look good and said a black soon 
will be appointed to take over Pat­ 
rick’s job. 
FOOTNOTE: Although Parker has 
cut back program in increases for mi­ 
norities, he spares no expen« when it 


comes time to fund conterences on oth­ 
er SBA programs. He vetoed a less ex­ 
pensive conference site recently in fav­ 
or of the lush, nlush Greenbriar in 
White Sulphur Springs. W. Vu. 
NIXON TOY SOLDIERS: President 
Nixon is determined to emulate the 
crowned heads of Europe by providing 
himself with resplendent palace guards 
attired in uniforms of days gone by.

Indians remain poorest minority

Ihe Supreme Court of the United 
States is deciding whether federal wel­ 
fare benefits should be extended to all 
American Indians. 
\s it is, they receive such benefits 
only if they stay on their reservations. 
The Snyder Act of 1921 promises bene­ 
fits to Indians “throughout the United 
States.” 
But as it is, if they leave a reserva­ 
tion to accept productive employment 
elsewhere to assimilate themselves into 
society and industry, then are out of 
work for any reason — they are denied 
welfare benefits which are available to 
others. 
We can learn much about the Admin­ 
istration and end results ot government 
welfare from the American Indians be­ 
cause in 140 years we have done al­ 
most nothing right. 
Americans have become addicted to 
government handouts of one sort or 
another only because politicians bought 
votes with promissory notes. 
Today, the politicians are prisoners

of ail those IOUs. 
With national elections decided by a 
few hundred thousand votes, what na­ 
tional leader would dare turn his back 
on a solid bloc of 15 million welfare 
recipients and their families? 
Let’s learn from our own Indians. Af­ 
ter 140 years of government efforts to 
improve them economically and social- 
most are worse off now than then. 
The Bureau of the Census is forced 
concur in this ominous diagnosis. 
The Indians — cared for as wards of 
our government for 140 years — re­ 
main the “poorest minority in our na­ 
tion.” 
The U.S. Commission on Civil Rights 
agrees; “Indians are worse off than all 
other Americans.” 
The government’s Bureau of Indian 
Affairs has tried. There are almost as 
many bureaucrats as Indians trying to 
improve the lot of those first Ameri­ 
cans. 
There are fewer than a halt-million 
native Indians. Next year’s funding for 
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Indian programs totals $1.2 billion. 
That's $2.400 per Indian per year. Yet 
they remain last in employment, in 
productivity, in income, in housing and 
in health. 
Education has not been the answer: 
95'i of all Indian children between 7 
and 13 attend school. Indian enrollment 
in colleges — while low — has doubled 
in 10 years. 
Despite the example of the enterpris­ 
ing few who do not lean on govern­ 
ment, most do. Following each reorga­ 
nization of the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
— and you’ve seen It reorganized a lot 
oLtenes in the Past 3® years — there 
i$*|r genuine, conscientious effort to 
reshape policies. They’ve tried giving 
the American Indian everything except 
incentive. 
So 488.000 American Indians — like

OUR MAN IN WASHINGTON 
Middle East holds 
key to oil supply

WASHINGTON — America’s energy crisis is as much a con­ 
cern to the free world countries as it is to us. How we settle 
our problems will, to a large degree, decide how the rest of 
the free world must work to do the same. 
According to a just-released report prepared for the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, the free world is rapidly running 
into two problems of energy resource dependency . . . 
. . . mounting dependency on oil, a limited resource, and . . . 
. . . specific dependency on Middle East oil. 
The report says the next 5-to-10-years will be difficult for 
major oil consuming nations dealing with the Middle East, and 
there is little that can be done about it. 
For the present and immediate future there is no alternative 
to free world consumption of Middle East oil. Foreign officials 
reached that consensus, but it does not particularly worry 
them. 
European and other countries have for years imported as 
much as 80 per cent of their petroleum needs from the Middle 
East. 
U.S. may create shortages 
They feel their historical trade relations will help smooth 
future 
negotiations with 
the 
Middle 
East oil-producing 
countries. But they fear the U.S., unused to short supply and 
the world’s gargantuan user of petroleum, will somehow 
bungle the works in that volatile area and create serious supply 
shortages for everyone. 
Europeans note that Arab countries have threatened to limit 
production or cut it off altogether unless certain foreign policies 
are changed, e.g., the U.S. position on Israel. 
Radical elements have already gained control of two major 
producers, Libya and Iraq. Both have stated that oil and oil 
sales revenues should be used as political weapons. 
We have already received a political shot from Libya. A 
doubled price for oil and refusal to accept American dollars, 
announced earlier this past week, are sharp jabs to remind us , 
that Libya is prepared to play the political game to the hilt. 
The rest of the free world would like to see a union of 
interests among oil-consuming countries. The Middle East al­ 
ready has such a union, made up of countries that control 85 
per cent of all oil available for export to the free world. 


Oil reserves conserved 
The Middle East union has beat able to deter price competi­ 
tion among members; increase profits; conserve oil reserves 
for future production; and gain “ participation” arrangements 
with oil companies. 
Perhaps most significant, tne union has been able to under­ 
mine outside control of oil production in member countries. 
Foreign officials feels without a counterpart consortium, con­ 
sumer countries will attempt to outbid each other for oil. Ihe 
obvious result would be ever increasing prices. 
For any oi these plans to succeed, foreign officials say U.S. 
support is essential. They say the U.S is the only country rich 
enough to go it alone and develop other energy sources. 
They fear Middle East economic and political pressure will 
cause the U.S. to retaliate in some way, thus upsetting the 
apple cart for all. 
And, if the U.S. fails to respond, European countries are ready 
to develop their own special ties with the oil rich Arab countries.

“ People used to come as

“This was 11 
years ago when we came to 
live here.

A son of well to do Portu­

Switzerland, had a brief dipl­ 
omatic career in the Portu­ 
guese foreign service, tried 
his hand at journalism by at­ 
tempting to interview 
Lenin 
and Trotsky during the Third 
International, and then work 
ed for a shipping tirm in Lis­ 
bon “ending up in Sao Tome 
where 1 nearly died of ma­ 
laria."

school, the name of the vil­ 
lage, Vila Nova de Milfontes.

eal without doubt a tendency 
to eliminate religious educa­ 
tion,” Polish bishops said in a 
communique.

W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) 
—When James Keogh, a for­ 
mer Time magazine executive 
and White House speech wri­ 
ter, replaced Frank Shakes­ 
peare as director of the U.S. 
I n f o r m a t i o n Agency in 
January, 1973, he found that 
America’s propaganda mach­ 
ine needed not just an oiling 
but a major overhaul. 
Created 20 years ago in the 
throes of the Cold War, the 
USIA has sought over the 
years to beat back the insults 
from 
Moscow and 
Peking, 
justify U.S. intervention in 
the Indochina War, and tell 
the story— sometimes tragic, 
sometimes dramatic—of do­ 
mestic Struggle and achieve­ 
ment. 
Today the agency and its 
step-child, the Voice of Amer­ 
ica, are in transition. 
“We’re in trouble, and we 
better be changing,” said one 
old-timer 
who 
has 
served 
from 
the 
beginning. 
“We 
were founded on assumptions 
which are no longer valid. We 
were founded as an advocacy 
agency in the strident sense 
of the word This is no longer 
an approach which brings re­ 
sults.” 
Keogh, who was challenged 
by Congress almost as soon 
as he took office over the 
agency’s proposed $231,854,000 
budget, has been taking his 
own soundings.

“We are in a different era 
today. It really began when 
President Nixon went to Pek- 
i n g .

We can’t make the as­ 
sumption that it has gone 
even with the era of detente.

Europe and Japan is evolv­ 
ing. 
“There was a time when 
the United States had a client 
relationship to Europe and 
Japan. Now they are econom­ 
ic powers, and we need to 
make strong efforts to explain 
U.S. economic, financial and 
monetary positions.” 
K e o g h contrasts sharply 
with his predecessor. He is 
attentive and soft-spoken. Su­ 
bordinates describe him as a 
“good 
listener.” They 
are 
watching to see what impact 
he will have on this sprawling 
bureaucracy, which employs 
over 
9,000 
Americans 
and 
f o r e i g n nationals in 100 
countries around the world. 
Shakespeare, a former CBS 
news executive, was known 
as an activist and strong con­ 
servative. He was skeptical of 
President Nixon’s overtures 
to Moscow and Peking. Under 
his leadership the Voice of 
America was quick to broad­ 
cast reports of Egyptian and 
Soviet violations of the Au­ 
gust, 
1970, 
Egyptian-Israeli 
cease-fire at a time when the 
State Department was min­ 
imizing the affair. 
Out of Sten 
Shakespeare 
insisted 
that 
promising USIA officers serve 
at least one tour in Eastern 
Europe, oresumably to find 
out how bad it was. On the 
other hand, he was dedicated 
to his conceot oi the agency. 
He traveled widely, some say 
he was too often absent from 
Washington, and he allowed 
field officers more autonomy 
and control of local budgets. 
After two years as director, 
Shakespeare 
recognized 
he 
was out of step with the Ni­ 
xon administration and began 
casting around for another 
job, his friends recall. He left 
USIA to become a vice-presi­ 
dent 
of 
the 
Westinghouse 
Electric 
Corporation 
after 
s e r v i n g 
a 
f u l l 
f o u r 
years—longer than any other 
i USIA director. 
When Keogh assumed the 
spacious seventh floor office 


at 1750 Pennsylvania Avenue, 
a stone’s throw from 
the 
White House, he was imme­ 
diately faced by two crises: 
the annual budget battle with 
Congress, and Watergate. 
Through patient expositions, 
Keogh and his aides appear 
to have mollified some Con­ 
gressional critics who were 
threatening a 15 per cent cut 
in the USIA budget. While 
Congress has not yet appro­ 
priated the agency’s funds, 
USIA is expected to get about 
$219 million. 
Keogh’s Watergate decision 
caused considerable 
agoniz­ 
ing. 
Since its creation in 1942, 
the Voice of America has 
prided itself on telling the 
whole truth. Employment of 
professional newsmen created 
a corps of reporters and edi­ 
tors eager to transmit every 
detail of the Watergate inves­ 
tigations, 
including 
charges 
from unidentified sources. 
“The Watergate was a very 
sensitive problem 
for us,” 
Keogh said. “The Voice of 
America is, after all, the offi­ 
cial voice of the U.S. govern­ 
ment. If we try to sugarcoat 
the pill, then we are not doing 
w h a t 
w e 
claim 
to 
be 
doing—telling the truth. But it 
we indulge in the kind of 
exageration and speculation 
which has occurred in the 
press, then we have gone far 
beyond our responsibility or 
duty.” 
So the order went out: The 
Voice of America will report 
the Watergate story factually, 
but will avoid hearsay, ru­ 
mor, gossip or unattributed 
accounts. This was coupled 
with the guidance that the 
Voice of America must make 
every effort to explain the pe­ 
culiarities of the American 
system of government, justice 
and the press. 
There were charges that 
the Voice was being censored. 
But 
the 
order stuck, 
and 
Voice employes have labored 
on philosophically—some, pre­ 
dictably, 
more 
discontented 
than others. 
Keogh has tried out suc­ 
cessfully “the electronic dia­ 
logue” through which selected 
groups of officials, journalists 
and 
scholars overseas are 
plugged through to a high ad­ 
ministration figure in Wash 
ington for a no-holds-barred 
interview of up to an hour. 
The new director also wants 
to promote personal contacts, 
cultural exchanges and ties in 
areas which have been neg­ 
lected, such Czechoslovakia 
and Bulgaria. 


W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) 
—Clyde Wallace 
has 
more 
reason than most to be ang­ 
ered by the Watergate affair. 
Since the break-in at Demo­ 
cratic headquarters last year, 
Wallace says business at his 
“ Spy Shop” has been reduced 
to bare bones. 
Wallace said in an inter­ 
view that he has been forced 
to reduce the number of full 
time employes at the Spy 
Shop from six to three. Sales 
of both bugging devices and 
counter measure devices have 
been cut sharply. 
“I attribute it directly to 
Watergate,” he 
said. 
“ It’s 
made a real and permanent 
i m p r e s s i o n on people’s 
minds.” 
Wallace said potential cus­ 
tomers confuse what he calls 
“ Mickey Mouse” equipment 
used in the Watergate bug­ 
ging with his equipment, most 
of it made by himself and his 
employes. 
The Spy Shop also once did 
a sizable business in such 
items as tape cassettes, many 
of them sold to government 
employes. 
“ N o w nobody wants a 
receipt from the Spy Shop,” 
Wallace said. 
But he contends that the 


customers who buy bugging 
equipment from him use it 
for legal purposes, at least he 
says he tries to make sure 
they do. 
“According to the law any 
policeman who comes in oft 
the street can buy bugging 
equipment,” 
Wallace 
said. 
“ But we require confirmation 
of the man’s right to pur­ 
chase this equipment from his 
chief. We won’t sell to just 
anyone.” 
Wallace, who has operated 
his shop for six years, said 
most of his business is in 
counter measures, 
and 
he 
would like to restrict his sales 
to those items. 
“ But I can’t,” he said. “Not 
only do we make bugs, but 
we make 
arrangements 
to 
procure bugs from almost ev­ 
ery other manufacturer. If we 
didn’t, we wouldn’t be able to 
, design counter measures.” 
Wallace said most of his 
countermeasure devices are 
sold to businesses concerned 
about spying by competitors, 
especially firms that get con­ 
tracts 
through 
competitive 
bidding. 
“We set up countermeas­ 
ures for companies that want 
to secure their bids on con­ 
tracts,” he said. “This is pro­ 
bably the biggest problem.”

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Weiskopf 
ties Jack 
in Series 


AKRON, Ohio (UPI) —Jack Nicklaus 
put on rubber pants and waded into a 
lake to blast out a shot and save a 
penalty, but that wasn’t enough to hold 
off Tom Weiskopf’s comeback and the 
two finished the first round of the 
World Series of Golf in a tie for the 
lead Saturday. 
Both Nicklaus, who has won more 
major championships than any golfer 
in history, and Weiskopf had one-over- 
par 71— two strokes in front of Johnny 
Miller. Tommy Aaron struggled home 
with a 76. 
The four-man field in golf’s most ex­ 
clusive tournament, which brings to­ 
gether the winners of the four major 
championships, looked most of the day 
like a bunch of weekend hackers rath­ 
er than some of the world’s greatest 
players. 
For instance, only Masters champion 
Aaron was able to put his drives on the 
fairways more than half the time. The 
long-driving Weiskopf was all over the 
course, hitting just three fairways, put­ 
ting one shot into the lake, and knock­ 
ing another drive off a spectator. 
Nicklaus had a three-stroke lead with 
three holes to go when he dumped an 
80-yard approach shot into the lake 
guarding the front of the green at the 
625-yard 16th hole. After surveying the 
situation, he took off his right shoe, put 
on a pair of rubber pants which he 
carries with him, put the shoe back on, 
stepped into the lake, and drilled the 
bail from beneath the water’s surface 
onto the green. 
He still went on to make a bogey six 
there, but had he taken a penalty 
stroke and replayed it over the lake, 
he almost certainly would have had at 
least a seven. 
Weiskopf moved within one stroke of 
Nicklaus’ lead when he made a five- 
foot birdie putt at the same hole and 
then the tie was created at 18 when 
Nicklaus flew his approach shot over 
the green and made a bogey. 
Nicklaus, who has won the $50,000 
first prize here four times and finished 
second in his four other tries, fash­ 
ioned his round with some unaccus­ 
tomed scrambling. He missed nine 
greens, but one-putted seven times—six 
of them for pars, including a 25-footer 
at No. 11 and a 14-footer from off the 
green at 12.

Everything ducky' for Nebraska 


LINCOLN, Neb. (UPI) —It was rain­ 
ing and the artificial field was wet and 
sloppy Saturday when Nebraska and 
UCLA began the first televised game 
of the college football season. The Cor- 
nhuskers turned out to have just the 
ducks for the weather. 
Steve Runty, a super sub at quarter­ 
back, is a senior in zoology whose 
teammates call'him “ducks.” “Ducks” 
and a running back who ought to have 
webbed feet, sophomore I-back Tony 
Davis, were all the No. 2-ranked Cor- 
nhuskers really needed in a convincing 
40-13 triumph over No. 8-rated UCLA. 
It wasn’t the weather that got Runty 


his starting role. A knee injury and an 
elbow infection kept returning starter 
David Humm out of practice for two 
weeks and on the sidelines in the 
drizzle. 
Runty gave Humm no chance to get 
into the game, nor UCLA much chance 
to win. He completed his first four pas­ 
ses for 49 yards, one of them for 10 
yards to Frosty Anderson— whose 
father used to be Bradley and Mich­ 
igan State basketball coach—for a 
touchdown. 
Runty ran for one touchdown from 
one yard out. For the game he com­ 
pleted nine of 11 passes for 105 yards

Court wins women's title, but Smith upset 


FOREST HILLS, N Y. (UPI) -M ar- 
;aret Court, the veteran first lady of 
vomen’s tennis, won her fifth U.S. 
)pen Championship Saturday and indi- 
:ated she’ll be around for “a couple 
nore years,” while Wimbledon cham- 
>ion Jan Kodes upset favored Stan 
Smith to set up a men’s final with for­ 
mer winner John Newcombe. 
Mrs. Court won the first all-Austra­ 
lian women’s final in the history of the 
championship, which dates back to 
1887, by defeating Evonne Goolagong, 
7-6, 5-7, 6-2, in a 1:40 thriller. 
Newcombe, 
three-time 
Wimbledon 
champion, beat the veteran Ken Rose- 
wall, €-4, 7-6, 6-3, and Kodes, who wae 


forced to save two match points, upset 
Smith, the joint No. 1 seed, 7-5, 6-7, 1-6, 
6-1, 7-5, in a 2-hour, 50-minute marathon 
which was concluded in almost total 
darkness. 
A record crowd of 15,137 saw one of 
the best women’s finals on record and 
afterwards Margaret, the 31-year-old 
mother of a 15-month-old son, said, “I 
hope to play in America in this great 
tournament for a couple of years 
more.” 
Mrs. Court, who has been globe-trott­ 
ing since 1961, with a couple of breaks 
to get married and give birth to her 
son Daniel, has now won 32 national 
titles which include 24 of the Big Four 


championships. 
Her tremendous power and ability to 
win the big points was the difference 
between victory and defeat. Evonne, 
22, said as much afterwards and ad­ 
mitted: “I still have a lot to learn, but 
I always learn something when 1 play 
longer.” 
Mrs. Court, who has already won 
$ 1 3 9 , 0 0 0 , picked up a check of 
$25,000—the first time the ladies have 
earned equal pay with the men in a 
tennis championship anywhere in the 
world. 
The 5-foot-ll Australian, a shy and 
retiring person otf the court, said she 
had not joined the campaign for equal 


pay but was “happy” to receive the 
check. She also won a car while 
Evonne earned a consolation $12,000. 
The match was virtually error free, 
but when it came to the decider Mar­ 
garet forced Evonne into a corner and 
never let her get out. She lost only 
three points in four service games, 
breaking Evonne in the second and 
eighth. 
Evonne’s backhand, with which she’d 
hit some great winners early in the 
match, failed her in the clutch and in 
that fateful eighth game she found her­ 
self love-40 and with the unenviable 
task of trying to save three match 
points. She saved one, but then hit an 
intended backhand long and it was 


over, except for the presentations. 
The first set went to the tiebreak af­ 
ter four service breaks, Margaret tak­ 
ing it five points to two after Evonne 
had lost the first two points with a wild 
smash and a double fault, one of three 
she was to serve. 
The girls traded breaks in the sixth 
and seventh games of the second set 
before Margaret lost her delivery in 
the Uth, allowing Evonne to square the 
match in the 12th with the loss of two 
points.

Golden Gate Bridge 
World s busiest 
jumping off place 


SAN 
FRANCISCO 
(UPO 
—In the past 36 years, the 
Golden Gate Bridge has be­ 
come the busiest jumping off 
place in the world for the sui­ 
cidal. 
Five months after the scen­ 
ic orange bridge opened on 
May 27, 1937, Ralph DiRegolo 
leaped 220 feet through the 
fog to his death in the frigid 
waters at the mouth of San 
Francisco Bay. 
The San Francisco man has 
been followed off the 4,200- 
foot long suspended span by 
nearly 500 known 
suicides 
—far surpassing the 358 per­ 
sons who have leaped from 
the Eiffel Tower in Paris. 
“ Probably 150 or so more 
have jumped and been wash­ 
ed out to sea, unseen, unre­ 
corded,” 
said 
psychologist 
Richard H. Seiden, who has 
extensively 
studied 
Golden 
Gate Bridge leapers. 
And Capt. Edward Ashoff, 
head of the bridge’s security 
forces, estimated five or six 
potential 
suicides 
are 
de­ 
terred by bridge employes or 
California Highway patrolmen 
for each one who jumps. 
Six persons 
who 
leaped 
from the bridge survived the 
long drop —one young man 
suffering only bruised feet 
when he struck the water. 
After 36 years of suicides 
and a growing reputation as 
what Seiden called a lan­ 
dmark “with a fatal mystique 
that draws the suicide-prone,” 
the bridge may be altered to 


make death more difficult. 
The directors of the Golden 
Gate Bridge, Transportation 
and Highway District recently 
approved preliminary plans 
for an eight-foot high “ suicide 
barrier” to replace the exist­ 
ing waist-high railing. 
Architects 
Amman 
and 
Whitney wrere authorized to 
draw up plans for the barrier 
—thin tension rods six inches 
apart which would be too tiny 
to climb and too strong to 
bend — which had an esti­ 
mated cost of $800,000 to 
$825,000. 
Debate on the board cen­ 
tered around the practicality 
of preventing anvone bent on 
taking his own life from com­ 
mitting suicide. 
“ All we’re doing is sending 
’ em 
to 
another 
bridge,” 
scoffed district director Lo­ 
well 
Edington 
of 
outlying 
Napa County. 
But Seiden, of the Univers­ 
ity of California School of 
Public Health, insisted “ that 
simply isn’t so.” 
“ Of the officially confirmed 
number of suicide attempters 
who have been 
prevented 
from leaping from the bridge, 
less than 4 per cent have 
gone on to commit suicide,” 
the psychologist said. 
He also quoted one of the 
survivors telling 
him: 
“ If 
there had been a barrier on 
the bridge, I would have gone 
home and forgotten about it.”

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recalled “ repeaters” —like a 
Los Angeles man who got on 
a bus every time he became 
drunk and showed up at the 
bridge periodically for a de­ 
cade before he finally leaped 
to his death. 
But Seiden and his col­ 
leagues pointed to the success 
of suicide barriers construc­ 
ted at Arroyo Seco Bridge in 
Pasadena, Calif., and on the 
E m p i r e S t a t e Building. 
Eighty persons jumped to the 
death from the bridge near 
the Rose Bowl from 1933 to 
1936, before a barrier 
built. There has been 
suicide since. No one has 
leaped from the Empire State 
Building since an observation 
tower fence was built follow­ 
ing 16 deaths between 1931 
and 1947. 
And the barriers’ suppor­ 
ters, who rang church bells in 
San Francisco 491 times in 
mid-August in memory of the 
known bridge suicides at the 
time, quoted a note left be­ 
hind by one leaper: 
“ Why do you make it so 
easy?” 
Ashoff doesn’t believe it’s 
been easy since 1966, when 
two closed circuit television 
cameras and employes with 
binoculars began monitoring 
pedestrians on an around-the- 
clock basis. 
The bridge also maintains a 
roving patrol on the span and 
the California Highway Patrol 
always has two cars driving 
back-and-forth over the bay. 
“ If they see anyone who 
looks suspicious, they stop 
and talk to them. Sometimes 
they lose one who assures 
them nothing is wrong, but 
. we save five or six for every 
one that goes,” Ashoff said. 
He said the patrols have 
learned to spot potential suic­ 
ides from their demeanor, the 
way they walk, their dress, 
and the way they arrive.

DEAR DR. LAMB — You 
have commented on acid in 
the stomach in some of your 
columns. I had an ulcer oper­ 
ation and they cut the vagus 
nerve, which I understand is 
supposed to control the flow 
of acid in your stomach. 
Would you comment on this 
in your column, and how it 
affects the stomach acid? 
Dear Reader — The sto­ 
mach normally produces hy­ 
drochloric acid. The acid in 
conjunction with pepsin, also 
produced by the stomach, be­ 
gins the initial digestion of 
proteins. 
The acid pepsin formation 
in the stomach is stimulated 
by the vagus nerve. 
The 


ìm- 


nerve cells for the bagus orgi- 
nate in the brain stem and 
the nerve fibers then are pas­ 
sed extensively over the en­ 
tire digestive tract and other 
regions of the body. You can 
stimulate the nerve and 
mediately the little cells 
the wall of the stomach that 
produce acid digestive juice 
begin to pump out this mate­ 
rial. It is this nerve con­ 
nection that enables psychic 
stress, or any other form of 
stimulation that reaches the 
brain, to affect the stomach’s 
production of 
acid 
pepsin 
juice. 
Not all stimuli that reach 
the brain, then stimulate the 
stomach to pour out acid pep­ 
sin juice, are stressful. The 


m 


sight of appealing food stimu­ 
lates the brain. The impulse 
is relayed to the vagus nerve 
and then to the stomach. The 
smell of favorite food cooking 
is another input. 
Ulcer patients usually have 
an overproduction of acid di­ 
gestive juice from cells in the 
wall of the stomach. Whene­ 
ver surgery is used in such 
an individual, it’s common to 
remove part of the stomach, 
thereby eliminating part of 
the cells and to cut the vagus 
nerve, thereby eliminating the 
nerve stimulus to cause these 
cells to produce acid digestive 
juice. 
This does not mean that 
acid digestive juices ceases to 
be formed. It’s just decreased 


to a much smaller amount. 
The cells in the stomach can 
produce acid digestive juice 
on their own, but will usually 
not p r o d u c e 
excessive 
amounts if there is no vagus 
stimulation. 
Much the same effects of 
surgery are achieved through 
various 
medicines. Proban- 
thine and atropine-like drugs 
all have the chemical effect 
of blocking nerve impulses 
along the vagus. Such medi­ 
cines literally induce “ che­ 
mical surgery of the gavus 
nerve.” 
How effective the surgery 
is depends a lot on the indivi­ 
dual case, whether or not a 
portion of the stomach was 
removed, how much and even 


how the vagus is cut, and if 
the fibers of the vagus nerve 
are regenerated or resume 
their old stimulatory effect. 
Finally, I would have to say 
in either medical or surgical 
treatment of ulcers, part of 
th e s u c c e s s depends on 
changing living habits that 
may have been the major fac­ 
tor in causing the problem to 
s t a r t with. This includes 
eliminating the use of ciga- 
r e 11 e s , alcohol, excessive 
amounts of coffee and ner­ 
vous or emotional tension or 
stress originating either be­ 
cause of occupational or fami­ 
ly situations. 
Many patients with ulcers 
cannot be adequately treated 
unless the cause of the psy­ 
chic stress can be eliminated 
or reduced. This may mean a 
change in jobs 
for some 
people. 
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“ If someone gets out of 
taxi and pays it off, we check 
them out immediately,” Ash­ 
off said. "If we spot an old 
lady without a coat standing 
on the bridge in cold weather, 
we stop.

They can be crafty enough to carve 
an apple so that when it’s dried, it 
wrinkles into a facial likeness and be­ 
comes the head of an unusual doll. 


They can be crafty enough to crochet 
fisherman’s twine 
into 
place 
mats, 
handbags, and hammocks. They can 
turn 
out 
Handsome 
patchwork 
pil­ 
lows. 


And all the skills of those hands 
combined can turn within one year a 
non-business into a thriving business 
with more than 100 women, who need 
the 
cash, 
recycling 
skills 
inherited 
through generations. 


Behind the whole project is a slip of 
a girl, 26-year-old Vicki Lynn Crowe, a 
native of New Germany, N.S. 
Miss Crowe organized and heads up 
Suttles and Seawinds, Ltd., the collec­ 
tive outlet for handicrafts created by 
the women from the village of New' 
Germany, from Tancook Island and 
surrounding areas in the Canadian pro­ 
vince. The Suttles part of the name 
comes from the old Nova Scotian word 
for rags and leftovers.

York School of Interior Design. 
While an assistant editor of interior 
design for American Home magazine 
in New York, she learned of the suc­ 
cessful cottage industry operation of 
Mountain Artisans, Inc., a center in 
Charleston, W. Va. Mrs. Jay (Sharon) 
Rockefeller is active with Artisans, 
pushing sale of handicrafts from sec­ 
tions of Appalachia. 
“ We didn’t have a Sharon Rockefel­ 
ler,” Miss Crowe said in an interview'. 
“ But we had a lot of women willing to 
sew samnlas for free to show buvers in 
the United States and Canada what we 
could do.” 
Their first success was with Aber­ 
crombie & Fitch, the prestigious New 
York store. Two of the company execu­ 
tives visited Suttles and Seaw'inds’ has­ 
tily acquired showroom—an empty dry­ 
goods store in New Germany. 
They placed an order for .$30,000 
worth of the various merchandise. 
Then, the provincial government in 
Nova Scotia became interested to the 
extent of advising Suttles on business 
organization and operation. The project 
gets no governmental financial aid, 
however. 
Now, the crafts are selling in several 
outlets and Suttles is being asked to 
exhibit at craft shows and stores in 
both the United States and Canada.

century ago. 
Mrs. William Hiltz, mother of four 
and 
grandmother 
of 
eight, 
quilted 
away while explaining that recently 
she thought she’d have to give up 
hand-stitching because of arthritis. 
But her doctor told her, “ No, use 
those hands. Keep ’em lim ber.” 
Mrs. Hiltz alone had put in the 320 
hours on a poppy wreath quilt, a sty­ 
lized pattern of red flow'ers on a white 
background. 
Also very much as part of the exhi­ 
bit was the Bluenose quilt, its pattern 
named for a famous racing schooner of 
the 1920’s, the Bluenose, built in Lunen­ 
burg county, Nova Scotia.

Power of eminent domain 
seen in expanding states 


POMONA — In a state as 
constantly changing and ex­ 
panding as California, the po­ 
wer of eminent domain is 
highly visible. 
It may involve taking prop­ 
erty for a freeway, tearing 
down tenements for a city 
park, and taking for for other 
reasons, said James Odom, 
president of the Pomona Val­ 
ley 'toard of Realtors. 
“ But some aspects of that 
power are not always so vi­ 
sible, even though they can 
profoundly affect the owner of 
real estate. 


“What if, for instance, you 
have a busy service station 
next to a railroad and the 
city puts in an underpass? 
Traffic is whizzing by at a lo­ 
wer grade level and you're 
forced to try to attract the 
drivers with signs, be satis­ 
fied with less volume, or go 
out of business.” 
That’s a form of eminent 
domain causing consequential 
damage, and if the controlling 
governmental body has not 
paid 
compensation 
for 
it, 
there probably is cause for a 
damage suit, said Odom.

Ten years ago, life was simpler. So 
was the medical profession. The lines 
between life and death, right and 
wrong, were relatively clear and un­ 
questioned. 
This is no longer the case. 
For two years I was a senior staff 
member of the Hastings Center, based 
in Hastings-on-Hudson, N.Y. The 
Center brings together scientists and 
physicians with lawyers, philosophers 
and others to examine the ethical di­ 
lemmas arising from the “biomedical 
revolution.” Below are just a few of 
the hundreds of knotty problems the 
Center has studied, and which doctors 
are encountering every day (names 
and details have been changed to pro­ 
tect anonymity). Most of these cases 
would not have come up ten years ago. 
None of them has an easy answer, but 
each demands an answer. Judge for 
yourself. You’re the doctor. What 
would your answers be? 


THE FETUS THAT WAS 
A BABY 


Mrs. L., a mother with five children, 
had come to a major big-city hospital for 
a therapeutic abortion. The child, she 
said, had been unplanned and was un­ 
wanted. 
The operation was normal right up to 
the time Dr. B., the young physician on 
duty, realized that he was holding not an 
inert fetus, but a living, breathing pre­ 
mature baby. 
W hat ahould he do? Placed quickly 
in an incubator, the baby would un­ 
doubtedly survive. Left alone, it would 
die. And there was no senior physician 
on duty to ask.

really was, Dr. B. saw to the mother’s 
needs, had the baby placed in a bassinet, 
and went to the cafeteria “tor a smoke 
and time to think it over." 
When he came back, he saw to his 
relief that the baby was no longer breath­ 
ing. 
The next morning he called the Hast­ 
ings Center to ask, “What do you think 1 
should have done?” 
While the Center doesn’t function as 
a counseling group, the staff did come up 
with these questions that might be part 
of the decision: 
How much importance should be 
given to the mother’s intent? To her 
ability to raise the child? To the rights of 
the child to life? To the rights of the 
brothers and sisters? 


What about the possibility that the 
saline solution used to start the abortion 
could have caused brain damage in the 
baby? 
And who should have made the deci­ 
sion anyway? Should the mother have 
been consulted? 
The discussion produced no easy an­ 
swer. But the staff, now at least, had 


some of the questions that would help 
them make such decisions in the future. 


FORCIBLE SHOCK THERAPY 


Mrs. F. had become deeply despon­ 
dent and quarrelsome after her husband’s 
death, and wasn’t being helped by her 
psychiatrist. 
She signed herself into the psychiatric 
ward of a private hospital for shock 
therapy. She had to sign a consent form 
before submitting to the treatment. 
She said nothing after the first experi­ 
ence of being strapped to the table, given 
a sedative, and jolted into a convulsion 
by the shock. But two days later she re­ 
belled. “That was torture!" she screamed. 
“I won’t let you touch me again!" 
The psychiatrist used every means to 
get her to continue. But she remained 
firm in her refusal, and only the locked 
door kept her from running away. 
The staff met, and the majority de­ 
cided to continue treatment. Kicking and 
screaming, Mrs. F. was carried back into 
the treatment room. 
Later, in Center discussions, a psy­ 
chiatric nurse argued that the full course 


of treatment was necessary for success, 
and that to stop before it was over could 
leave the patient in worse condition than 
before. 
Once Mrs. F. signed the agreement, 
it was argued, she became the responsi­ 
bility of the hospital staff, who had to 
do what was best for her own good. She 
could not withdraw consent-especially 
since her change of mind might be a 
symptom of her disease. 
On the other hand, a physician-at- 
torney argued, forcible treatment should 
be used only for a patient judged by a 
court to be unable to choose for himself 
—that is, one who’s been legally com­ 
mitted. To force a voluntary patient like 
Mrs. F. to undergo treatment she doesn’t 
want is clearly a violation of her rights, 
he said. 


BUYING “DISCOUNT” BLOOD 


With the growing need for blood in 
this country, a commercial firm found 
a profitable business: importing 10,000 
liters of blood plasma each month from 
Haiti. Poorer citizens there could make 
as much as $182 a year selling blood. 
Is such commerce ethical? Those who 
defended the practice pointed out that 
the money was helping the local economy 
to the tune of some half-million dollars 
a year, and putting food on the tables of 
many who might have gone hungry- It 
also brought badly needed plasma to 
the U.S. 
Critics argued that the practice de­ 
meaned the donors and threatened their 
health, and that it eased the pressure to 
develop a better blood exchange system 
within the U.S. The extraordinary pov­ 
erty of the Haitians meant they did 
not have the freedom to say no; any ol- 
fer was one they couldn’t refuse. 
Finally, critics 
suggested, 
making 
blood a salable and importable c o m m o d ­ 
ity opened the door for an in t e r n a t io n a l 
commercial traffic in kidneys and hearts. 
The question became moot when the 
man who arranged the deal fell out ol 
favor with the Haitian regime, and the 
company lost its contract. But it—or a 
similar venture—will surely pop up else­ 
where. 
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IT’S A GIRL—ABORTION FOR 
SEX REASONS 


Mrs. S., the 38-year-old mother of a 
boy and two girls, told her physician she 
feared her child might have Down’s 
syndrome—mongolism, which is more 
common among children of mothers 
over 35. She asked for a relatively new 
test called amniocentesis, which reveals 
the child’s condition—and its sex. 
Dr. L., using a needle through the ab­ 
dominal wall, drew out some of the fluid 
surrounding the fetus, and examined the 
chromosomes. 
“There’s good news,” he told Mrs. S. 
“Your baby won’t be mongoloid.” 
“But what sex is it?” she asked. And 
when she learned the baby would be a 
girl—she asked for an abortion. 
Shocked, the doctor discovered from 
Mrs. S. and her husband that their real 
concern all along had been the desire to 
have another boy! 
Aside from the ethical question of the 
lie to the doctor, other questions arise: 
Is sex determination alone a sufficient 
reason for undergoing the amniocentesis 
—a relatively safe procedure, but which 
carries a risk of one to two percent for 
the fetus? And in a male-dominated so­ 
ciety, what would be the effect on the 
boy-girl ratio if parents could select? 
Assuming there are some genetic 
diseases so severe that early detection 
and abortion would be morally accept­ 
able, just what is a genetic “defect"? Is 
being an unwanted gender a defect? Is 
conceiving a child with the intent of 
destroying it if it’s the wrong sex any 
different from infanticide? 
On the positive side, it has been 
argued that being able to select the sex of 
one’s child, even by such a drastic mea­ 
sure, would help slow the population 
boom, since many “extra” babies come 
from attempts to beget a child of the de­ 
sired sex. And those who favor free abor­ 
tion for any and all reasons suggest sex 
determination is as good a reason as any. 


IS YOUR BABY A CRIMINAL? 


This time it was the physician who was 
tempted to lie. Mrs. R. was another older 
mother who wanted to rule out the pos­ 
sibility that her baby had Down’s syn­ 
drome, and the tests indeed showed the 
fetus to be unaffected. 
But the examination did turn up an 
extra “Y” chromosome in the baby’s 
cells-and there is evidence that such 
“XYY males” may be somewhat more 
prone to crimes of violence than the 
general population. 
The physician’s dilemma was this: 
Should he tell Mrs. R.? 
On the “no” side, he argued with him­ 
self that she had not asked him to check 
for the XYY syndrome-only for mongol­ 
ism. And what would it do to the way she 
reared her son if she knew? Would she 
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panic each time he threw a temper tan­ 
trum? Would she overprotect him, or 
damage him psychologically with her 
nervousness? 
On the “yes” side was the trust the 
patient places in her physician, and his 
obligation to honor it. And, he asked. 


doesn’t a patient have an inherent right 
to know the whole truth, even if it hurts? 
And, pragmatically: If the boy one day 
was one of that small minority of XYY 
males who end up behind bars, could the 
parents sue the physician for withhold­ 
ing the tnith?

THE KIDNEY FAMINE 
Ralph S. advertised that he would pay 
$3,000 to the donor of a healthy kidney. 
Ralph suffered from total kidney failure, 
and his ad said he would commit suicide 
unless a transplant made it possible to 
end his sessions on the kidney machine. 


On the day his notice appeared, 25 
accident victims were buried in his state 
-m ost of them taking two healthy, trans­ 
plantable kidneys to the grave with them. 
Ralph’s state, like others, has passed 
the Uniform Anatomical Gift Act, per­ 
mitting people to carry cards willing 
healthy organs to others . 
But as Ralph found out, very few peo­ 
ple carry the cards, and there are not 
enough kidneys to go around. (It’s esti­ 
mated that more than 7,500 persons in 
the country have fatal kidney disease; 
fewer than 4,000 have access to kidney 
machines, and there are enough kidneys 
for only 1,500 transplants a year-leav­ 
ing at least 2,000 people without hope. 
Some put the figure at twice that.) 
Should the law be changed to make all 
healthy organs of the dead available for 
transplant? That is, unless the victim car­ 
ries a card forbidding such use? 
If the city can condemn a strip of pri­ 
vate land for the public good, does it 
have the right-or duty-to “condemn” 
organs no longer of use to their original 
owners, for the survival of others? 


BRAIN SURGERY OR 
IMPRISONMENT? 


Ernest M., 38, is a huge, bright, good- 
natured and successful salesman—except 
once or twice a year when he flies into 
an uncontrollable rage. Then he may use 
his 265 pounds to fight seven police offi­ 
cers to a draw, or put his fist through a 
concrete block in his cell. 
As the result of one such episode, and 
a subsequen 1 courtroom threat to the 
judge, he now faces the equivalent of a 
life sentence in-solitary confinement—in a 
hospital for the criminally Insane. 
Ernest’s symptoms are similar to those 
of a rare form of epilepsy, associated 
with damage to the brain. And some 
neurosurgeons have had success In end­ 
ing such attacks by making a tiny in­ 
cision in one section of the brain. 
But neurosurgeons have so far refused 
Ernest’s case because there is no obser­ 
vable physical damage to his brain. 
Should they take the case, and per­ 
haps release Ernest from spending the 
rest of his life alone, under lock and key? 
Those who say “no” would include 
those who oppose all psychosurgery 
(surgery on the brain for behavioral dis­ 
orders), usually saying that the side ef­ 
fects are unpredictable, that there may 
be a blunting effect on the patient’s emo­ 
tional responses. They also say that slic­ 
ing away some of a man’s emotions 
means killing a part of him. 
Others would argue that many opera­ 
tions have been performed without ap­ 
parent side effects, that the patient has a 
right to treatment after all other methods 
have failed, even if there is no apparent 
physical damage—and that life on the 
outside with his family, even if the worst 
happens, would be preferable to 
a living death behind bars.

ing his scissors. But Dianne wasn’t 
having any of that. Because of contest 
obligations in which her own hairdo 
design was still to be judged by a 
London jury, there could be no hair­ 
cut. So the salon gave Dianne the 
short tousled look that seems so right 
for her.

How to Read Labels—and Lose! 


Reading the labels on canned 
groceries can make you 
skinnier. Canned stewed 
tomatoes, for example, con­ 
tain sugar, but if you buy plain 
canned tomatoes and add a 
sugar substitute, you save 
calories. Checking the labels 
on canned fruits is impor­ 
tant-canned sweetened 


applesauce, for instance, has 
230 calories per cup, but the 
unsweetened has 100 cal­ 
ories; canned sweetened 
grapefruit Juice has 130 
calories per cup, but the un­ 
sweetened has only 100 per 
cup. Fruits packed in light 
syrup have fewer calories 
than those in heavy syrup, 


and water-packed fruits have 
fewest calories. Keep an eye 
out, too, when buying un­ 
canned foods: A container of 
creamed cottage cheese has 
260 calories per cup, but 
plain cottage cheese has only 
170 per cup. A dieter needs 
plenty of nutrition, so cottage 
cheese might be called the 
“ ideal” food for dieters. It’s 
inexpensive, and a mere half­ 
cupful gives you 20 protein 
grams, which is a third of our 
day’s protein needs. That’s 
about the same number as 
you get from a quarter pound 
of expensive steak.

How Long Does 
A Vaccination Last? 
Do you believe that once 
you’re immunized you’re 
always safe? As with many 
other common beliefs—this is 
also wrong. The body does 
build up immunity through 
vaccination, but revaccina­ 
tion is necessary to have con­ 
tinuous protection. Here is 
how it works: A vaccine 
called an antigen, made from 
microorganisms that cause a 
disease, is injected in minute 
amounts into the body. It 
stimulates the body to pro­ 
duce another substance, 
called an antibody, that fights 
the disease. But protection 
conferred by immunization 


tapers off with the years. For 
example, a smallpox vaccina­ 
tion lasts only five to seven 
years. People should get re­ 
vaccinated when exposed to 
smallpox or when traveling to 
areas in which smallpox 
occurs, like the Far East. (By 
the way, did you know that a 
combined vaccine made from 
six live antigens has been 
developed recently but is still 
under study? It consists of a 
combination of diphtheria- 
tetanus-whooping-cough- 
measles-mumps-German- 
measies antigens—plus a 
polio vaccine, too!)
